NEW YORK — Republican 
challenger Ronald Reagan has 
the sui^rt of 1.140 delegates 
— 10 more than the number 
needed to defeat President 
Ford for the nomination, Rea*- 
gan campaign manager John 
Sears claimed Monday. 

Announcing that three pre¬ 
viously uncommitted dele¬ 
gates had thrown their gui>- 
port to Reagan. Sears told re¬ 
porters he was "more con¬ 
fident then I have ever been 
before" the former California 
governor will win on the first 
ballot next month in Kansas 
City. 

Ford, meanwhile. t<rid a 


Wl)ite House news c<mference 
he was encouraged by the re¬ 
sults of Connecticut's week¬ 
end convention which gave 
him 35 more delegates. The 
president predicted that "by 
the time we get to Kansas 
Qty, we'll have 1,130 plus." 

Rogers Morton, Ford’s cam¬ 
paign chairman, called the 
Sears count ’baloney." He 
said the Ford committee 
would release its own 
numbers today and exi>ose the 
Reagan claims. 

'Since his psychological 
warfare campaign began in 
early June." Morton said. 
".Sears has been able to back

Officials said they were absolutely convinced tlv>t 
38-year.old Boris Onischenko, a silver medal winner 
in the 1972 Olympics, had cheated by using a con¬ 
cealed wire tihtrigger the eiecti'onic sooiing machine. 


Carl Schwende of Montreal, 
the official in charge of the 
modem pentathlon, said the 
wire was hidden in the han¬ 
dle of the feiKer’s weapon. 


Suspicions were aroused 
when a light flashed sig¬ 
nalling a hit that the Rutaian 
clearly had not scored in a 
bout against Jeremy Fox of 
Britain. Onischenko lunged 
and Fox stepped back. When 
the electronic scoring device 
recorded a touch, Fox imme¬ 
diately protested. The weapon 
was confiscated and taken 
apart, exposing the wire. • 
Schwende. a former Inter¬ 
national fencer, sa^ later 
that Onischenko had rigged 
the ^)ee in such a w'ay that 
the wiring could not be detect¬ 
ed without destroying the han¬ 
dle.

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VANCOUVER (UPI)’ — 
American tourists returning 
from Alaska and Japanese ho¬ 
lidaymakers bound for the 
Montreal Olympic Games fled 
in terror and confusion early 
Monday when fire erupted in 
a plush 12-8torey hotel in 
downtown Vancouver. 

One woman died in her 
room and other guests were 
rescued by firemen using 
aerial ladders. 

The Georgia Hotel blaze 
killed a middle-aged Canadian 
woman who was the sole oc¬ 
cupant of a third-floor room 
where the fire started. About 
28 other people, including 
three firemen, received hospi¬ 
tal treatment for smoke inf¬ 
lation or minor injuries. 

The fire — apparently 
caused by a faulty television 
set or careless smoking — 
sent thick black smoke pour¬ 
ing up stairways and elevator 
shafts to floors above. 

Firemen swiftly cemfined 
the flames to the third floor 
but the woman was found 
dead in her room. She was 
identified as Maureen Chap¬ 
man of Port Cements, in the 
Queen Charlotte Islands. She 
checked into the hotel July 13. 

It was t^e city’s second 
major hotri fire In three 
nights. On FYiday more than 
20 people, including at least 
three Japanese tourists, were 
tak6n to hospital after fire 
broke out in a linen closet in 
the 42-storey Sj^raton-Land- 
mari(. The three Japanese 
were listed in fair to good 
condition in hospital Monday. 

THore than 200 guests forced 
to flee the Gyrei a bj^ aze in¬ 
cluded 32 Anrericans return¬ 
ing from a six-week Alaska 
tour organized by Lincoln Bu.c 
Lines of Hanover, Pa. Most of 


them were retired senior citi¬ 
zens. 

Roy Tasker, an 80-yeaix)ld 
fonner biology professor of 
Lewlsburg, Pa., grabbed a 
naked screaming child on the 
fire escape and carried her to 
safety. 

"I was afraid she'd be 
trampled (m or pushed off the 
fire escape in all the omfu- 
sion," he said. ‘‘T1>ere was a 
lot of pushing and shoving up 
there.” 

Many Americans criticized 
Japanese tourists for bkx^ing 
escape routes by trying to 
carry down all their luggage.

WASHINGTON (CP) — The 
routine use of x-rays to detect 
breast cancer — a disease 
that is a leading cause 
death in women — was de¬ 
scribed by experts Mcffiday as 
both a benefit and a danger. 

Dr. Lester Breslow, dean of 
the public health 8chMl,at the 
Umversity of Califtjmia at 
Los Angeles, recommended 
ending such routine x-ray 
screening for women under I 
the age of 50. 

Dr. Philip Strax. director of 
the Guttman Institute of New 
York, said the risk in mam¬ 
mography — ttie technical 
name for such x-ray screen¬ 
ing — must be weighed 
against the risk of not using 
the technique. 

“If we destroy the value of 
mammography in the minds 
of women, we destity one of 
our best methods of detec¬ 
tion,” he said. 

Dr. Breslow, wdwse recom¬ 
mendation led to a meeting 
Monday called by the U.S. 
National Cancer Institute, ar^ 
gued that there was no direct 
evidence, but strong theoreti¬ 
cal suggestion, that the rou¬ 
tine x-raying of symptom-free 
women below the age of 50 
increased their risk of devel¬ 
oping breast cancer. 

Dr. Gerald Dodd, head of 
the diagnostic radiology de¬ 
partment of the An^rson 
Tumor Institute of Houston, 
said current screening pro¬ 
grams should continue. 

He said that since mass 
screening began, “we have 
been taking better and better 
pictures with less ra<Kation,” 
and that scientists had to c(Mi- 
tinue to strive for lower radia- 
ti«i levels in their proce¬ 
dures. 

Canada has no mass screen¬ 
ing program. Mammography 
is advocated in Canada oily 
for women whose risk <rf get¬ 
ting breast cancer is higher 
than any potential dangers 
from use of the x-ray te<*- 
mque.

SAN JUAN (UPI) — FBI 
and coast guard agents Mon¬ 
day sought clues to the myste¬ 
rious murders of two Ameri¬ 
cans by four Spanish-speaking 
pirates wdw boarded their 
crippled sailing sloop off the 
coast of Colombia. 

Two other Americans sur¬ 
vived the attack early Sunday 
morning. 

A coast guard spoilsman 
identified the dead as Bobby 
Fisdier and Wayne Dahlai^. 
both of Miami. The survivors 
from the 54-foot sailing sloop 
Feisty were identified as 
Steve Johnson and Dave 
Kjolner, also Miamians. 

The sloop was aband(Kted 
but the bodies of the two 
Americans were recovered. 
Johivon and Kjcdner weae 
picked up by the British oil 
tanker Esso Lincoln'and were 
expected to arrive at ti»e Car¬ 
ibbean island of Aruba 
Wednesday. 

(A port spokesman in Bar- 
ranquiUa. Colombia’s prin¬ 
cipal city on the Caribbean, 
said Colombian authorities 
had no knowledge of the re¬ 
ported attack. Sources noted 
many unregistered craft, 
mainly belonging to 
smugglers and drug traf¬ 
fickers, ply the Caribbean 
coastal wat^.) 

The first report of the In- 
eddent came in a Mayday mes¬ 
sage sent at 4 a.m. Sunday 
from the Feisty, anchored off 
the Oolcunbian coast where 
the crew was fixing its auxil¬ 
iary diesel ei^ne.

G ary gallon, a director of the ScienUflc 

Pollution and Environmental Control Society, 
says the organization would rather see an Alaskanoil 
terminal built near Port Angeles than at Kitimat. We 
are inclined to agree with this view, althouth not en¬ 
tirety for the reasons put forward by Mr. Gallon. 

What is alarming the SPEC director is the an¬ 
nouncement by Trans Mountain Pipeline Co. Ltd. that 
it and eight other companies, as a consortium, will ap¬ 
ply to the National Energy Board for permission to 
build a Kitimat terminal and a large-diameter pipeline 
from there to Edmonton. 

This, says Mr. Gallon, is a terrible thing, because 
an oil spill is a certainty if the terminal is built; the 
narrowness of Douglas Channel leading to Kitimat, 
and particularly its entrance, would pose a danger. 
The wider strait leading to Port Angeles would be 
safer and a spill there would be far enough out not to af¬ 
fect the Fraser estuary. (Never mind that southern 
Vancouver Island and some of the Gulf Islands might 
have a share of the oil borne their way by the tide.) 

That a new pipeline starting somewhere on this 
coastef the continent will have to be built is not very 
much in question. Crude oil is due to begin flowing 
through the Alaska pipeline to the port of Valdez next 
year. At first the flow will be 800,000 gallons a day, 
less than the west coast demand which is reported to 
be in the order of 900,000 barrels a day. But in 1978 it is 
expected to exceed that demand, and by 1980 the sur¬ 
plus to west coast needs may be 600,000 barrels a day. 


To make use of this surplus, a limited range of 
alternatives is available. It can be piped from the 
west coast to the U.S. midwest, where it will be acute¬ 
ly needed, eithar across the northern states or through 
Canada; it can be shipped by way of the Panama Canpl 
which would rule out supertankers and would be ex¬ 
pensive, or it can be sold to Japan and the income used 
to buy more Middle Eiast oU, when the United States is 
trying to become more self-reliant in energy. 

A pipeline can be seen to have advantages, and a 
line from Kitimat to Edmonton, there connecting with 
others already linked to the northern states, possibly 
would be the most economical. It would be a com¬ 
paratively short land route, and it would also shorten 
the tanker trips. 

But an oil “super-port” near Port Angeles would 
have the dual purposes of serving by pipeline not only 
the refineries of the northern midwest, but those of 
Washington. If a terminal were built at Kitimat, the 
likelihood seems to be that there would be none as now 
mooted at Port Angeles. - 

If there were none at Port Angeles, the big tankers 
from Alaska would still have to carry their loads of 
crude oil through the more hazardous waters to the 
Anacortes-Beilingham refineries, threatening a spill 
sooner or later with potentially the most dreadful con¬ 
sequences. 

“This is a black day for British Columbia,” said 
Mr. Gallon. It could be doubly black. 



Canada's tanks 


E xternal affairs minister Allan 

MacEachen announced toward the end of May 
while visiting NATO headquarters in Brussels that 
Canada had decided to buy German-built Leopard 
tanks to replace its old British-built Centurions. But 
Defence Minister James Richardson added in the 
House of (Ammons that negotiations were still in 
progress. We suggested at the time that it might have 
been advantageous to wait a little longer, and indeed, 
if there is not yet a defmite commitment, Canada 
might do well to reconsider. 

The reason for the siggestion in May was that im¬ 
proved new Leopard II tanks are expected to be in 
production in 1960. while the current modd, if Cahada ac¬ 
quires it, won’t be delivered until 1978. In the United 
States the advanced XM-1 Abrams tank is coming akxig 
in competition with the Leopard II and could be in mass 
production in two years. 


Now there is talk of the possibility of using iden¬ 
tical guns and engines in the new tanks, unless one or 
the other shows marked superiority and becomes the 
choice of both armies, which seems unlikely. Here the 
advantage would be in use of common ammunition and 
fuel, to the benefit of NATO logistics. 

Presumably Canada could share in this advantage 
too. and the likelihood that it could do so at no extra 
cost should provide further reason to have second 
thoughts about purchasing the original Leopard. The 
bill for 128 of these is expected to be in the neighbor¬ 
hood of 8160 million, or $1.25 million each. The United 
States Is reported to be contonplating spending about $4 
billion for 3,312 of the advanced tanks, whether Leopard 
Us, Abramses or, as seems possible, the best erf both com¬ 
bined. This works out to $1.21 million for each tank, and 
even if Cianada’s decision to buy the current Leopard is ir¬ 
revocable, the price tag on the improved version should 
be noted in the negotiations. 


Sweden's foreign media bogeyman 


In a new survey of the inter¬ 
national media's coverage of 
Sweden the foreign ministry in 
Stockholm portrays The 
Observer’s former Scandina¬ 
vian correspondent, Roland 
Huntford, as an official 
bogeyman. It suggests that a 
large part of current criticism 
against Swedish society abroad 
originates from Huntford and 
his “disciples ’. 

Huntford left Stockholm two 
years ago to research a book in 
Britain, leaving behind con¬ 
siderable official resentment 
over his book The New 
Totalitarians, a detailed 
analysis and attack on Social 
Democrat-dominated Sweden. 
His basic theme was that the 
Swedish state, closely iden¬ 
tified with the Social 
Democratic Party, in power 
here lor the last, 44 years, is 
happily developing and 
promoting collective thought 
and acUon to the detriment of 
the individual. His thesis is that 
Swedes are constantly taught 
— with extreme kindness and 
patience — that the state is 
right, not the citizen. 

★ * ★ 

Huntford was something of a 
persona non grata with of¬ 
ficialdom here after the book 
was published in 1971. He was 
probably the only resident 
foreign correspondent in 
Stockholm without access to 
Prime Minister Olof Palme. 
Palme was described in the

book as a shrewd politician who 
was in the process of applying 
his studies in the United States 
of media techniques to the peo¬ 
ple of Sweden. 

The Foreign Ministry Press 
Department's publication 
Sweden in the Foreign Press in 
1975 gives Huntford such 
prominence that it would ap¬ 
pear that his broadside book 
against what most Swedes and 
outsiders still regard as a 
highly successful model society 
has rather traumatized the sur¬ 
vey’s authors. 

In its section on Swedish 
society, the report notes that 
the Swedish model is still cur¬ 
rent in many countries 
primarily as an argument for 
domestic politics. “Roland 
Huntford, author of the New 
Totalitarians, an account of 
Sweden, still has disciples 
among those people who wish 
to show at home how badly 
things can go if Swedish policy 
is used as a model. Some of 
these critics make it very easy 
for themselves by directly ex¬ 
panding and quoting Huntford, 
though without naming their 
sources.” the report says, im¬ 
plying that the disciples are 
both idle and dishonest, 
criticism not levelled against 
arch-villain Huntford.

IntematiooaUy it Is conser¬ 
vatives who attack Sweden 
most, says the report, with the 
most directly negative and 
anti-Swedlah publicity appear¬ 
ing in small, distinctly conser¬ 
vative papers. “The criticism 
often has its origins in Hunt¬ 
ford, ’’ it adds, "and apart 
from rejecting Sweden 
politically, these articles often 
deal generally with the conflict 
between the individual and the 
collective.”

Swedoi into the bogeyman. 
Two columnists, (who. we 
learn, are members of the far 
right-wing John Birch Society) 
feature prominently in the 
report for their writings on 
Sweden's high rates of il¬ 
legitimate births, alcoholism 
and suicides. And a disap¬ 
pointed U.S. Army deserter is 
mentioned for his views on 
Sweden Inc: The Total Institu¬ 
tion, which calls the country a 
corporative. Fascist state. 

The Russians are not easy on 
the Swedes either. One Soviet 
newspaper is cited for an ex¬ 
tensive article on Sweden's 
jobless, jeans-clad, dope- 
blown, long-haired youths who 
apparently told a Russian jour¬ 
nalist that they live in a free 
world where they do what they 
want. The Russians evidently 
did not believe them. 


With so much publicity and 
shouting about who deceived 
whom over financial arrange¬ 
ments, and the Department of 
National Defence’s Orion deal 
now in limbo, fundamental 
reasons for the fiasco may 
never make the news However 
it's most desirable they should, 
for the whole, sorry affair il¬ 
lustrates a serious weakness in 
political control of our federal 
administration. 

As a prelude to an analysis of 
the Orion debacle, it is worth 
recalling the circumstances of 
two previous disasters in 
procurement of military air¬ 
craft, within the last genera¬ 
tion. 

The first — the CF-106 air 
defence aircraft in the SOs — 
was clearly a case of Canada’s 
military-industrial complex 
over-reaching Itself. However, 
when escalating costs 
threatened to restrict the army 
and navy to third rate elements 
of our defence establishment, 
politicians stepped in and cut 
bait. The accept^ political- 
bureaucratic relationship func¬ 
tioned more or less as 
designed. 

Not so with the CF-5 
program. This was a clear case 
of political mismanagement. 
The minister simply overruled 
his own military experts and 
went along with what the U.S. 
Secretary of Defence wanted to 
seD him. As a result the 
country was. and still is, sad¬ 
dled with many unfortunate 
consequences 

, Turning now to the Argus- 
Orlon fiasco, we see another 
pattern of mismanagement — 
one where politicians (prin¬ 
cipally) and the bureaucracy 
must both share responsibility.

wagon because of its potential 
for Canadian industry.

Nevertheless, as recently as 
a year ago, when all budgets 
were being pared to the bone, 
there was little prospect that 
the prime minister would go 
along with any of the costly 
bids for an Argus replacement. 
But at that point, the European 
Economic Community got into 
the act. No deal with the EEC, 
Mr. Trudeau’s NATO col¬ 
leagues told him, unless 
Canada kicked in with a more 
respectable chunk of GNP for 
NATO defences. This ul¬ 
timatum, plus the fact that the 
LRPA project was ready and 
waiting as an appropriate sop 
for critics of our minuscule 
defence effort, undoubtedly 
clinched theOrion deal with an 
unbelievable 12 per cent, index¬ 
ed hike in DND's budget for 
five years, to protect other re¬ 
equipment programs. 

What all this wheeUng and 
dealing adds up to is this; if we 
ever had an adequate working 
relationship between the 
defence bureaucracy and its 
political masters, we certainly 
haven't one now. and there's an 
urgem need tha) something be 
done about it. 

Hellyer recognized this 
problem almost as soon as he 
became minister in 1963 and 
made two moves to correct it. 
Instead of a council of four ser¬ 
vice chiefs and a scientist, all 
free to debate programs as 
forcefully as their judgment 
dictated, he wanted the 
bureaucracy to speak with one 
voice only. When he finally ar¬ 
ranged this, with his unifica¬ 
tion caper, that one voice came 
with several options — but no 
sponsors to lobby any of them 
without risking a career. And, 
as the CF-6 deal suggests, his 
new system apparently wasn’t 
satisfactory,

Hellyer's second attack on 
the interface problem was to 
pick up the U S. Defence 
Secretary’s idea of a kitchen 
cabinet. But in using mainly 
junior officers and civil ser¬ 
vants to man it, be understan¬ 
dably gave the concept a bad 
name. 

The next minister to 
recognize and take a crack at 


improving the situation was 
Donald MacDonald. His con¬ 
tribution was'a second 
reorganization in NDHCis that 
produced (among other things) 
senior civil servants heading 
up most major staff functions 
in Ottawa.

But this hasn't really moved 
the yardsticks. First of all. 
these civil servants think and 
speak as part of the 
bureaucracy. And secondly, 
because of Hellyer's innova¬ 
tion. their contributions only 
appear in options presented to 
the minister. So one politician, 
without a facility for political 
evaluation, still has to decide 
which if any of the opinions — 
generated by one military man 
and his KM.OOO bureaucracy — 
makes political sense. 

Whether or not the present 
minister, James Richardson 
recognized this interface 
problem, he certainly has done 
nothing about it. On the con¬ 
trary, by favoring the most 
elaborate and expensive LRPA 
proposal (Boeing's) for as long 
as he did, he seemed to be 
simply selling out to both the 
aerospace Industry and other- 
politicians, with little concern 
or understanding on the long 
term effects it might have on 
Canadian defence. 

Despite the U.S. Defence 
Secretary’s example of letting 
his kitchen cabinet grow till it 
became part of the interface 
problem, and Hellyer giving it 
a bad name in Canadian 
military circles, the idea 
seems to have considerable 
merit in principle. But it should 


be held to modest proportions, 
and staffed._with non-bureau¬ 
crats who are sympathetic to 
defence problems, and who 
have an appropriate profes¬ 
sional background to make ob¬ 
jective ev^uations of policy 
proposals. 

A second move might be to 
give all members of our 
parliamentary committee on 
defence more freedom to 
debate major issues on their 
merits. Right now, and as with 
so many other aspecU of 
government. Prime Minister 
Trudeau gives such suggestions 
the back of his hand. This of 
course encourages TV 
watching by people paid $34,000 
a year, and helps cast doubt on 
the credibility of present in¬ 
stitutions to govern the 
country.

Finally, some way of break¬ 
ing the hold that lawyers have 
on the House of Commons — so 
that its membership is better 
able to bring professional ex¬ 
perience to bear on major 
problem-areas of government, 
should also help the situation. 
This of course will take time to 
arrange. However, who can 
doubt that Mr. Richardson’s 
performance as defence 
minister would have been vast¬ 
ly improved if be had. a) some 
colleagues with appropriate ex¬ 
perience to support him 
against a hostile cabinet and 
prime minister, and b) a few 
more critics with Victoria MP 
Allan McKinnon's qualifica¬ 
tion on Opposition benches to 
challenge such aberrations as 
airplanes, costing around 60 
millions a copy, for Canada's 
armed forces? 


Queen's Counsel

The Ijw Society of Upper 
Canada has endorsed a resolu- 
tion calling on Ontario 
Attorney-General Roy Mc- 
Murtry to sharply limit the an¬ 
nual bestowal of Queen’s 
Counsel in the province. It’s 
difficult to see how he can 
refuse, since the people asking 
for the limitation are the very 
ones who receive the awards— 
if that’s what they are. 

The resolution isn’t quite 
abolition of the practice, but it 
may inject a long-forsaken 
note 'of quality into a 
dilapidated, embarrassing per¬ 
formance that provides neither 
honor nor prestige. This year. 
123 QCs were awarded from a 
field of roughly 700 


applicants—joining a sorry 
chorus line of silken-robed 
lawyers that, legs prancing and 
initials flashing, extends 
across the stage, through the 
wings and into the audience 
To quote the Law Society's 
report: “Of those (lawyers) 
called to the bar 12 years or 
more, ajiproximately 46 per 
cent were (Jueen's Counsel 
the expansion of numbers 
dilutes the honor ” Exactly. 
(Queen's Counsel are hardly the 
best and the brightest any 
longer Practically any lawyer 
who weathers 12 yean at the 
bar—in some cases, even 
less—without exhibi^ inor¬ 
dinate incompetence is assured 
of being deemed worthy.

The report endorsed by the 
Law Society last Friday 
recommends that not more 
than one per cent of those eligi¬ 
ble to leoeive the award in any 
year—those lawyera with 12 
yean' service—be granted the 
title. That would currently 
mean a limit of about 35 ap¬ 
pointments a year. And it 
would go.a great distance 
toward ensuring that those 
lawyen singled out for distinc¬ 
tive merit actually display dis¬ 
tinctive merit. 

Since the awarding of QCs is 
a royal prerogative, however, 
the Law Society is not em¬ 
powered to alter or aboUsh the 


practice itself. It can only try 
to persuade the attorney- 
general to take action. In 
January. Mr McMurtry 
predicted that the benches (the 
governmg body) of the Law 
Society would never act on a . 
recommendation tu abolish the 
title He said that "the 
overwhelming majurity" of 
Onlano lawyers still lavor the 
practice. Weil, the DencheB have 
endorsed a recommendation to 
limit the practice And British 
Columbia arxl Manitoba have 
already unposed such limits.

East African Community fragmenting 


lirael's raid at Uganda’s 
Entebbe airport has speeded 
the East African Community 
on its way toward fragmenta¬ 
tion and. perhaps, its ulUmate 
dissolution. 

When it was begun in 1W7, 
the three-nation community — 
Uganda, Kenya and Tanunia 
— was hailed as the most 
promising economic associa¬ 
tion in Africa. 

With English and Swahili as 
common languages, and a 
legacy of British roads, 
railways, communications 
links and civil services to build 
on, the community made an ex¬ 
cellent start There was Ulk of 
it becoming a political federa¬ 


tion. Ethiophia, Somalia and 
Zambia asked about Joining. 

The East African Com¬ 
munity saemed like an ideal for 
the rest of Africa to copy. 

East African Airways, run by^ 
the community, became black 
Africa's best. A common postal 
and telegraph system saved 
costly duplication of services. 
Eiach nation's shillings were 
pegged to the same rate and 
held to be interchangeable. 
Citizens of the three countries 
needed no passports to pass 
from one to another, and often 
found Jobs in other community 
lands. 

There were common systems 
of civil aviation, harbors and 
railways: A citizen of Tanzania

could ride East African 
Railways from Tanzania in the 
south, through Kenya and into 
Uganda, paying his fare in any 
of the three currencies. An 
elaborate headquarters built 
for $1.11 million; ran the com¬ 
munity from Arusha, in 
northern Tanzania.

But tbe community did not 
begin to come apart until after 
Entebbe. When the Israelis 
raided Entebbe to free 102 
hostages from a hijacked Air 
France plane, they returned to 
Israel by way of, Nairobi's 
Bakasi airport. Amin lashed 
out at Kenya for having “col¬ 
laborated" in Israel's "aggres¬ 
sion.” And, inside Uganda, 
reports said his soldiers began 
killing Kenyans, seemingly at 
rand^, and systematically 
executing East African 
Airways Corp. staffers as¬ 
signed to the airfield raided by 
tbe Israelis. 

* * A 

East African Airways suf¬ 
fered another setback. Amin, 
who bad nominated tbe former 
head of his air force. Col. G. M. 
Toko, to head the airline 
system, also had the power to 
suspend him — which he did 
following tbe Entebbe raid, ap¬ 
parently because Col. Toko had 
not informed him in advance 
that the Israelis were coming. 

"I'm not a spy for anyone," 
said Toko, who was credited 
with having made the airline 
one of the continent's best. He 
was not sure, at last report, 
whether he would return to 
Uganda from his Nairobi 
home. 

Although it was the airline 
and the airways corporation 
which suffered the most from 
Amin's wrath, it was the East 
African Railways Corp. which 
was hit by the Kenya response. 

Kenya announced that begin¬ 
ning July 22 all rail services 
provided in Kenya would have 
to be paid in Kenya currency. 

AAA 

This is contrary to tbe East 
African treaty for co¬ 
operation. It meant that Kenya 
was withdrawing its portion of 
the community rail network 
from the community. And it 
meant another financial crisis 
for Amin to weather. 

With the railways system 
breaking up, next to go ap¬ 
parently is tbe airways. 
Uganda recently announced the 
formation of "Uganda 


Airways " with an initial fleet 
of two Boeing 737 twin-jet tran¬ 
sports. DC-3S from the Uganda 
air force and a light twin air¬ 
craft or two. East African 
serves small cities in all three 
countries, as wejl as providing 
long-range Jet service to major 
capitals, and any additional 
service Uganda needs 
presumably could be provided 
more cbe^ly by the existing 
line. 

But Amin may pull out of the 
airways system and run his 
own line in competition. As in 
the case of the railway 
breakaway, it would probably 
be a financial blessing and an 
Improvetpent in efficiency to 
do without Uganda, which can¬ 
not pay its bill4 and which can¬ 
not run an airport capable of 
getting planes loaded and ser¬ 
viced on time. Many Kenyans 
look forward to the breaking up 
of the community, since 
Kenya, the richest of the three 
members, always ended up 
paying the major share of the 
bills.

Kenya's vocal labor unions 
long have been demanding that 
the country atop "carrying" 
Tanzania and Uganda. But 
many younger politicians and 
political scientists still favor 
maintaining the community. If 
African unity cannot work in 
East Africa, they say, have a 
stake bi a community which 
has proven its viability and is 
threatened mostly by per¬ 
sonality clashes. 

"With a change to a more 
stable government in Uganda, 
the community might be able 
to continue,” said a British ex¬ 
pert on African politics and 
economics. "But as it stands 
now. the community has 
roughly as much future as the 
steam automobile."

What about Tanzania? 
Nyerere’s attempts to impose 
C'hinese-style communal living 
on people steeped in Africa's 
land-loving traditions — and 
his discouragement of foreign 
investment by nationalization 
— has left his economy almost 
as feeble as that of Uganda 
Tanzania pays its debts to the 
community in shilling that Ls 
worth (on world markets) hall 
that of Kenya's. 

According to one observer, 
only coups can set things right 
again in Ugahda and Tanzania 
"But did you ever see two 
countries more ready for a 
coup?” he asked.

Meo tribesmen of Laos 


Genocide in a small, remote land 


Five years ago I asked the 
Laotian defence minister what 
he would like the Americans to 
leave behind if the agreement 
with the Pathet Lao ever 
became effective. 

Without pausing for a mo¬ 
ment, be replied: "Tbe CIA.” 

In the end, the Cl A’s effort in 
Lao* proved futile. With 30,000 
North Vietnamese troops In 
support, tbe Pathet Lao's vic¬ 
tory became inevitable as soon 
as South Vietnam and Cam¬ 
bodia fell. 

But with the arms and money 
the CIA supplied, the Meo 
tribesmen led by General Vang 
Pao for years fought harder 
and better than all of the royal 
Lao army put together. 

They raised bell for tbe 
mountain-top villages In Laos, 
slashing and burning tbe land 
to clear it for tbe cultivation of 
food crops and opium popples, 
then moving on to fresh fields 
when the soil became ex¬ 
hausted. 

They raised hell for tbe 
Pathet Lao and tbe North Viet¬ 
namese troops. Whan Laos fell.

they fled across tbe Mekong 
River into Thailand, and there 
some 40,000, a high proportloo 
of all tbe Meo tribesmen, re¬ 
main today. 

Their future is no less bleak 
than that of the Cambodian 
refugees, who believe they face 
certain death if they are forced 
to return to their own country. 

Both the North Vietnamese 
and the Pathet Lao say they 
have blood debts to settle with 
the Meo. “If forced to return to 
Laos,” writes one of the 
tribesmen, "I believe these 
refugees would face great 
hardship, even death. Speaking 
for the Hmong (Meo) refugees, 
I can say that many of them 
would leather die in Thailand 
than be returned to Laos. 

During May MTS — tbe time 
of the Pathet Lao takeover In 
Laos — tbe Meo were told they 
were not wanted In Laos, and 
Pathet Lao troops started to 


confiscate all their posses¬ 
sions. 

According to the refugees In 
Thailand, tbe Pathet Lao killed 
the entire population of three 
villages, men, women and 
children. This created panic 
among the rest of the tribes. 
Tliose who could escape to 
Ibailand fled across the river. 
Moat of the rest went deeper 
into the mountains and simply 
continued their guerrilla war. 

Some of tbe refugees in 
Thailand unable to bear condi¬ 
tions in the refugee camps 
there any longer did return to 
Lau. There ^ family groups 
were imirunediately split up, 
and no one knows what hat hap¬ 
pened to them. The refugees in 
Thailand fear tbe worst. 

But life in Thailand for many 
of the refugees is only 
marginally better than it would 
be in Laos. Here are extracts 
from a letter describing condi¬ 
tions there: 


"The Hmong refugees at 
Loei and Nan (in northern 
Thailand) are living in con¬ 
centration camps — alriMSt. 
They are not allowed to go out 
of tbe camps without written 
permission from the Thai 
police, and their food had been 
rationed or cut off altogether 
(on the ground that such as¬ 
sistance to the refugees 
arouses resentment from the 
local Thai villagers against tbe 
Thai government) . . . 

"Ihey are lumped together 
in a narrow valley with no 
water, crowding together like 
sardines... Tb^ usually have 
to wait one night fora bucket of 
water, so that they can only 
bathe once a week, even shar¬ 
ing the same water between a 
family. 

"The Thais are now turning 
back all people who cross the 
border into Thailand from 
Laos. Before, refugees used to 
be put into prison as soon as 
they reached Thailand, and if 
they had no one to go to and pay 
the Thai police for their 


release, then they either stayed 
on in prison, or were sent back 
to Laos. (Some girl refugees 
were forced into prostitution 
by Thai police for their own 
benefit.) 

"Thai bandits do not care If 
refugees starve so long as they 
can be robbed, even of their 
last possessions.” 

And so this tragic story con¬ 
tinues. France has taken a sub¬ 
stantial number of refugees. 
The United States; which has 
also taken many, is trying to 
find sponsors who will agree to 
look after families (Or a year. 

The Australian government 
looked through the camps and 
took a few, but has now closed 
its books. The'United States is 
expected to follow its example 
soon. 

For the rest of tbe refugees, 
there seems to be little hoM. 
They must either rot In the 
camps in Thailand, or go back 
to whatever fate awaits them 
in Laos. 

The Meo not only lest the war 
but their hope of surviving as a 
proud, independent tribe.

Big plane proves big point

Tuesday, July 16, was not 
one of those days that many 
people will remember. Many 
were resting their eyeballs 
after a weekend of the rock* 
ets* red glare to the south of 
us.

plane lift all those psdple such 
a short dlstanoe in auoh a 
short period of time. But to 
Mooney, Air Canada's district 
manager, the flight proved a 
suspicion that he has — 
there's all kinds of potential 
business for the airline if the 
capacity is availaUe. 

Trying to gauge maricet po¬ 
tential and making it match 
up with economic reality has 
b^n one Mocney’s major 
concerns since he took over 
the Air Canada post here in 
1962. The reality of the situa¬ 
tion has been fewer and fewer 
flights out of Victoria for Air 
Canada, but in bigger and 
faster aircraft. 

And competitkm arrived on 
the scene in the fall of 1970 
when Pacific Western Airlines 
expanded its fledgling region¬ 
al wings and gained access to 
the Vlctoria-Vancouver and 
Seattle routes. PWA took over 
the dominant position, at least 
with regard to frequency, on 
the Vlctoiia-Vanoouver por¬ 
tion in 1973.

tie for 26th place with a two 
round total tk 131. 

She said her 19 of 25 targets 
in the first portion of the sec¬ 
ond round wras "the lowest 
score I’ve shot in a competi¬ 
tive round in more than two 
years." 

Ubaidesc Baldi erf Italy took 
the lead by breaking 73 tar¬ 
gets for a 144 total and a one- 
target lead over Don HaL 
deman of the United States. 
Armand Silva Marques of 
Portugal was third at 142 and 
John Primrose of EMmonton 
was fourth at 140 after break¬ 
ing ^ targets. 

"The wind was throwing 
targets around and it was re¬ 
ally frustrating for every¬ 
one," said Miss Nattrass. a 
physical education instructor 
at McMaster University. "I'm 
really disappointed in myself 
because so many people have 
supported me in getting to the 
Olympics." 

Tucking her pigtail under a 
white hat, she said It would 
have been nice to win a medal 
— “I even thought I had a 
chance at a gold" — with her 
father Floyd and her mother 
Marie in the stands. 

When asked about the re¬ 
ception she received from the 
otiier 53 male oon^>etitors in 
the shooting events, she broke 
into a smile and said, "there 
hasn’t been any resentment 
that T know of .. . everyone 
has been really good to me." 

Nattrass. winner of the wo¬ 
men’s worid^title last year at 
Munich, said she would like to 
see a separate wcHnen's divi- 
BkMi in the Olympics, although 
"women ceui physically shoot 
with men." 

"A women’s division would 
encourage women all over the 
wwld to compete competi¬ 
tively. Ri^t now. unfortu¬ 
nately, it is not socially ac¬ 
ceptable in some countries for 
women to be shooting shot¬ 
guns." 

She said her father, who 
finished 12th in the 1964 Olym¬ 
pics at Terfeyo, started her 
shooting when she was 15 in 
Edmonton.. Although her 
mother isn’t a shooter. Nat¬ 
trass said she is "sort of my 
coach."

Leah Brown of 3480 Upper 
Terrace in Oak Bay presented 
a 6 ‘ 5 -page'brief to the board’s 
regular meeting, titled. A 
Consumer Adwcate Report. 

Mrs. Brown, who said 
she had 25 years e.x- 
lierience because idie had 
sent six of her own children 
and a foster child through the 
school system, urged trustees 
to "reassume their rights and 
duties as decision-makers in 
the realm of fiscal policy, and 
insist and demand that local 
administrators produce all 
relevant information upon 
which respon.stble decisions in 
the expenditure of public 
funds must-be made." 

Also in her brief were 
suggestions for repeal of two 
bylaws which refer to local 
policies and bylaws as "mere 
guidelines.” cxmtravening the 
Public Schools Act, and new 
procedures for conducting 
hearings on suspensions and 
explulsions. 

"Administration's mtmc^ly 
on fiscal information has led 
trustees into being manipu¬ 
lated into the position of view¬ 
ing bits and pieces of finan¬ 
cial information and then ap¬ 
proving a $30 million budget 
without a’pro|)er and compre¬ 
hensive (werview of total 
costs, breakdowns and com¬ 
parative figures." she said. 

Mrs. Brown said there.was 
invariably an ongoing strug¬ 
gle for power between elected 
officials and senior adminis¬ 
trative staff in any govern¬ 
mental bureaurcracy. 

"This is a pervasive way of 
life which occurs at all levels 
of government. The power 
struggle manifests itself cheif- 
!y in the control of informa¬ 
tion. since the control of infor¬ 
mation in turn dictates, in 
tius type of bureauoriicy. the 
realities in two vita! areas: 
the treatment of .students and 
the expenditure of public 
monies. 

“Since the public interest 
and the bureaucratic interest 
is not always cxxigruent, and 
since the administration is le¬ 
gally dependent upon elected 
officials for the expenditure of 
public funds, administrators 
are schooled in a variety of 
techniques with respect to the 
elected in order to persuade 
or manipulate them into mak¬ 
ing decisicMis which agree 
with administrative .goals. 
Borne administrators are able 
to utilize mese techniques 
without the elected being 
aware of the process. The 
subtle tactics of individual 
and group persuasion, to¬ 
gether with toe virtual mo¬ 
nopoly on sources of informa¬ 
tion. often make It an uneven 
battle."

John Ott never heard of hy- 
peraclivily when he was 
young. 

Nor did he bear much about 
cancer which he claims has 
increased alarmingly In North 
America in recent years. 

Now toe Florida re¬ 
searcher's work in what he 
calls photobiology has led him 
to believe both disorders re¬ 
sult at least partly from the 
artificiai light human beings 
are being subjected to more 
and more in place of natural 
light — and partly from a so¬ 
ciety in which many people 
wear sunglasses the few hours 
they sjjend in toe sun. 

They are partly, he says, 
offshoots of a television soci¬ 
ety. 

Ott is in Victoria for a pub¬ 
lic lecture In Newcombe audi¬ 
torium. Provincial Museum, 
at 8 p.m. today. A color film 
linked to his lecture atx^- re- 
fpnt research on the ertwts of 
artificial li^t will be shown. 

That research has con¬ 
sumed Ott, who spent years 
frying to convince traditional 
doctors his work was serious, 
he t<rfd the O^lst Monday. 

It was the pari about 
cjinccr they found’ hard to 
swallow. 

Cancer research is already 
complicated enough. they 
said: don’t bring more vari¬ 
ables into toe picture. 

But Ott wouldnlt keep quiet, 
and after years got research 
results published in reputable 
.journals. His Environmental 
Health and Light Research In- 
stitutefin Sarasota, Fla., has 
even been invited this year to 
carry on research woric full 
time at the famed Roswell 
Park Memorial Institute 
cancer centre in New York 
State. 

Now he finds himself lectur¬ 
ing as much a.s researching, 
spreading the word about ar¬ 
tificial light dangers at meet¬ 
ings such as Victoria’s, spon¬ 
sored by the Capital Region 
Foster Parents’ Association. 
He has won an honorary 
bachelor of w'ience degree. 

Why should foster parents 
be interested? 

Many foster children are 
hyperactive, human resources 
co-ordinator Bernice Levitz 
Packfnrd said Monday. 

Ott has reams of document¬ 
ed evidence that the tendency 
to abnormal restlessness is 
aggravated by light entering 
children's eyes from 
classroom fluorescent lights. 
He says those .lights omit 
wave lengths necessary for 
normal functioning of the cen¬ 
tral nervous system.

Any scientist will agree 
man-made lights cut out natu¬ 
ral wavelengths. 

So do sunglasses and ordi¬ 
nary glass, both of which 
should be modified to correct 
Ihe situation, Ott says. 

He paid his own optometrist 
extra for glasses that don't 
cut out any pari of natural 
light.' 

Neurology is still full of 
mysteries, and even reams of 
evidence can't pinpoint why 
the central nervous system 
should need all light wa¬ 
velengths. Ott is convinced it 
doe.s, though. 

"Somewhere in the eye 
there is a receptor that is 
wavelength-dependent." h e 
merely says. "We’re trying to 
find out what parts of our 
bodie.s stop functioning when 
certain wavelengths are cut 
oul." 

With research assistants 
holding university degrees, 
Ott's institute has tested 
schoolchildren under normal 
fluorescent lights compared 
with others under similar 
lights which Include natural 
light's long ultraviolet waves. 

All originally hyperactive 
children, those under normal 
fluorescent light did not im¬ 
prove w'hile those under new 
light did. 

Other research he has done 
shows a fantastic cancer 
growth rale in mice exixised 
to abnormal light. Including 
that from television sets. 
Those same animals t)ecame 
aggressive, then hy|)erartivc. 
then fatigued. Some of them 
died toortly after. 

What scared researchers 
was that autopsies revealed 
definite brain tissue damage, 
he said.

Doubts thrown on future of Victoria police circus

The future of the 80 <aned 
Victoria police circus, which 
has run into considerable crit¬ 
icism in recent years, was In 
doubt Monday because ol an 
Ontario provincial govern¬ 
ment order against a U.S. 
fund-raising company ind its 
Canadian subsidiary. 

The Ontario consumer af¬ 
fairs ministry issued a cease- 
and-desist orter against Gat- 
ti-Charles Productions Inc. of 


/' 

Orange. Calif., and Canadian 
Dominion Productions Ltd. of 
Vancouver. . demanding that 
both halt operations in On¬ 
tario. 

Gatti-Charles has .provided 
the annual circus which toe 
Victoria police mutual benefit 
a.ssociation and Victoria po¬ 
lice union have sponsored 
o\er most of the last decade. 

But wdlh the benefit associa¬ 
tion winning $250,000 in the 
Western Canada lottery Feb. 
11 . it has stepped nut of (he 


circus picture and the Victo¬ 
ria city police athletic associ¬ 
ation is scheduled to take 
over next year. 

An official of the athletic 
association was advised Mon¬ 
day he would be asked by the 
press for a statement and 
later was not available. In¬ 
dications were the association 
might reconsider the rin.-us, 
not scheduled again until next 
spr'mg. 

The Ontano ministry said 
the Gatii-Charl^ and Van¬ 


couver companies u.scd police 
and firofighler associations in 
toe Ontario centres of Brant¬ 
ford, Burlington. Guelph and 
as fronts to raise thou- 
■^ands of dollars. 

The ministry’s news release 
. said the promoters made 
“false. mi.sl€ading. deceptive 
or um'unsrtonahle repre,sent- 
ations” in fund-raising cam¬ 
paigns. 

The ministry .said cam¬ 
paigns involved Hcket.« alle¬ 
gedly sold so underprKileged 


children and families could 
attend circuses, but large por¬ 
tion of the funds raised went 
to toe promoters rather than 
the charities or grouiis in¬ 
volved. 

The order cHed one case in 
Guel})h where a police associ¬ 
ation was to rei;eive $4.0(X) 
while the actual amount ‘ 
raised was $59,647. 

If the companies refuse to 
obey the order, charges may ' 
he laid under the Ontario 
Business Practices Art. whi<-h 


provides fines of up to $25,000 
for the companies and S'J.tKK) 
fines and possible jail terms 
for directors. 

A secemd look was suggest¬ 
ed by In.spector Douglas 
Grant, president of the benefit 
assm’.iation, which always re¬ 
ceived 20 per cenf ot the 
circus gross and gave it all to 
<*harity. That 20 per cent was 
$14,000 after the last circus, 
meaning a gross of $70,000. 

"At no time during our a^’ 
speifltinn with Gatti-Charles 


were we aware of any false, 
deceptive or misleading be¬ 
havior on the part ot this 
circus." said Grant. 

He said the police union 
signed the contracts with the 
U.S. firm while toe benefit as¬ 
sociation w’as ^ beneficiary. 
The benefit group includes all 
member* of the force but Ihe 
circus had nothing to do with 
the police department’s tof» 
management. 

"I don’t think the people of 
Victoria were unaware of how 


we operated. " he said. "We 
never made any secret of the 
fact the circus took most of 
the money. There was no at¬ 
tempt by the union, the bene¬ 
fit e 6 .sociation or. for that 
matter, the circus to deceive 
(he citizens of Victoria.” 

Grant noted published criti¬ 
cism of the 80-20 break nol , 
long ago and said that "it 
resulted in absolutely no le- 
spon.se from the public.”

A basic part of Justice is 
that the prosecution must 
present enough evidence to 
prove its case — but does it 
have to do so when an ac¬ 
cused person pleads guilty? 

Judge F. S. Green ruled for 
a while Monday in Victoria 
provincial court that it did, 
but eventually he relented so 
the accused person would not 
be inconvenienced, 

Vancouver resident John 
Silas Ruddick. 62. iiJeaded 
giulty to a Victoria charge of 
common assault and prosecu¬ 
tor Nicholas Lang said It hai>- 
pcned Jan. 22 in a cafe at 131J 
Douglas. 

Lang said Ruddick used ob¬ 
scene languafge and then 
struck a young waitress 
"across the face with his 
fist."

able to. He asked (or a fur^ 
ther destay if the Judge still 
wanted to take Ruddick's 
story ahead of the police re¬ 
port of the case. 

No. said Green. Ruddick 
was from Vancouver and he 
would not have to stay in Vic¬ 
toria longer than planned. In¬ 
stead, the Judge said he would 
deal with the matter from 
both sides. 

“I am not accepting either 
story in toto,” he said, fining 
Ruddick $150 and adding a 
six-morttfi term of probation. 
□

the judge said. A commuta¬ 
tion order is eTqpected. 

During his trial in New 
Weslminster, the jury was 
told that Long shot MacKay. 
47, point-blank with a shotgun 
when the policeman went to 
his home Nov. 2. 1974, to 
investigate a complaint. 

Two •other police killers. 
John Miller and Vincent 
Cockriell. now occupy cells on 
death row in Oakalla as they 
await the royal assent to the 
anti-hanging Jegtslation. They 
were sentenced to hang (or 
the March 29. 1974, shroting 
of ROMP constable Roger 
Pierlet. 


Cosmetics regulations 
to be tightened up 


OTTAWA (CP) — The fed¬ 
eral health department said in 
a news release Monday it in¬ 
tends to revise ccmtrols over 
ooametics and food colorings. 

Instead of regulating coe¬ 
metics under the Food and 
Drugs Act. the department 
plans to set a new set of regu¬ 
lations to beconw ^ecUve 
Sept. 1. 197? called the Coe- 
metio Regulations which will: 

• Extend the prohibition 
(m the use coal tar dyes In 
cosmetics to be used in any 
ai'ea ol the eye; 

• Require prescriptions for 
any cosmetic containing e«- 

I trogen; 


• Require adequate direc¬ 
tions in both English and 
French for safe use of the cos¬ 
metic. 

Hie health department aUn 
plans to tighten regulations 
governing food colorings. 
Some food colors may be 
taken off permitted lists and 
present tolerance levris for 
others may be reduced, the 
news release said. 

Purity requirements will 
also be tightened “to msiire 
that only the highest grades 
ai*e permifled."

"By taking into account 
such factors as what con¬ 
sumers want by way of 
variety and convenience in 
foods, the changing life-styles 
of Canadians and the increase 
in the number of working 
women, we are able to 
develop consumer and institu- 
tionad reedpee. 


“We then try to provide the 
fish-prooessing industry with 
these product ideas in order 
to enable productiem on a 
comrnercial scale and to test- 
market these products." 

Mrs. Daignault said the new~ 
kitchens, a big improvement 
over former quarters, include 
experimental consumer and 
institutional facilities. 

The centre is also res[>uns- 
ible for publishing promo¬

CHOWCHILLA. Calif. (AP) 

— Authorities are investigat¬ 
ing the possibility that the 
kidnapping of 26 Chowchiila 
school children and their bus 
driver last «v^eek was part of a 
revenge plot by prison con¬ 
victs. 

The Alameda County 
sheriff's office issued Monday 
an all-points bulletin for three 
men based on a statement by 
an unnamed informant. Tite 
informant, who the bulletin 
said served time in San Quen- 
in in 1974 and 1975. was re¬ 
ported to have overheard 
three San Quentin prisoners 
planning the revenge plot. 

"During his stay, he heard 
three inmates talk extensively 
about a revei^e plot very 
similar to the Chowchiila 
case." the alert said. 

The bulletin was not avail¬ 
able to the news media, but a 
source read from It to TTie As¬ 
sociated Press. The source 
did not disclose the names, if 
any, listed in the bulletin .The 
bulletin did however, say that 
one of the men is from Ma¬ 
dera County, possibly from 
the small town of Raymond. 
Raymond is near Chowchiila. 
The bulletin said: 

'One or more of the sub-' 
jects had some reason for re¬ 
venge against a small com¬ 
munity in the Madera County 
area. Elxact reason for their 
revenge unknown. 

"The informant supplied 
this information several hours 
prior to the children being lo¬ 
cated." it said, a reference to 
the escape of the 27 kidnap 
victims from a makeshift un¬ 
derground cell. 

The biMletin noted that the 
three plotters were in San 
Quentin prison together in the 
early part of 1975 "and talked 
of pulling the caper as soon as 
all three were released.” 

Meanwhile. investigators 
turned to computers in efforts 
to translate other new duos, 
licence plate numbers and

scene, provided information 
that pin(>ointed where the kid¬ 
nappers were on specific 
dates last year. 

They also disclosed the li¬ 
cence numbers of two vans 
believed used by the kidnap- 
l>ers to transport their cap¬ 
tives from the small Madera 
County farming town of Chow¬ 
chiila to a quarry in Liver¬ 
more. 95 mil« to the north in 
Aiampda County. 

The abduction occurred 
Thursday as the children 
were being trans|)orted home 
from summer school. They 
were hidden under ground in 
an old moving van buried at 
the quarry but managed to 
dig their way out Friday 
night. 

Investigators found that one 
van was registered to a phon¬ 
ey name at a phoney address 
in the San Jose area. 

The other van is believed to 
be one of three federal gov¬ 
ernment surplus vehicles pur-

Did 1975’s riot 
cut 1976 entries?

NANAIMO — Now that the 
1976 Bathtub Race is history, 
the post mortem is progress¬ 
ing well. 

Assistant bathtub society 
commodore Robert Pedersen 
said Monday he believed a 
near-riot in downtowm Nanai¬ 
mo on the eve of the race last 
year might have been respon- 
silide for a drop in the number 
of entries in Sunday's event. 

There were 174 entries this 
year, compared with 208 in 
1975. 

"I think that may be part of 
the reason," he said. "A lot of 
pe<^le may have fell that 
they just didn’t want any part 
of that sort of thing.” 

The 197.5 pre-race distur¬ 
bance resulted in the arrest of 
79 persons on a variety of 
charges, mostly involving un¬ 
lawful assepibly. 

"This year." Pedersen said, 
“this whole thing turned 
around and there was no trou¬ 
ble at all. I'm confident that 
this will improve the entries 
for ne.vt year." 

On two occasions before the 
race, police issued warnings 
that no iawiessness would be 
permitted. 

Nanaimo RCMiP. with all 
leaves cancelled, were aug¬ 
mented by 34 other RCMP 
members from detachments 
such as Duncan. Courtenay, 
Campbell River and Port Al- 
beml. along with four special¬ 
ists. including two police dogs 
and dogmasters in addition to 
the two stationed here perma¬ 
nently. 

Intensive pati’olling of the 
downtowm area by police of¬ 
ficers on foot and in cars, two 
prisoner vans touring the area 
constantly, and even a police 


helicopter, were credited with 
keeping the peace. 

Inspector George Strathdee. 
officer' commanding Nanaimo 
detachment, said Monday that • 
he was generally pleased w ith 
the whole operation. 

He gave statistics showing 
that on Friday night, 55 per¬

PRINCE GEORGE (CP) — 
The Ricardo Leiva family ia 
scheduled for voluntary de¬ 
portation to Spain from Van¬ 
couver today in hc^s of re¬ 
turning to Canada as landed 
immigrants. 

The Leiva children, Marcia, 
10, and Ricardo, 7, were to ac¬ 
company their parents as a 
result of statements by an im¬ 
migration oCficial that the 


children would be deported if 
they remained in Canada. 

The situation follows more 
than a year of delays and 
legal snarls facing the Chilean 
family since a deportation 
order was issued a year ago. 

“The Leivas are scheduled 
to fly out of Vancouver on a 
6:30 p.m. flight today,” Gerry 
Goldstein, Leiva’s lawyer 


said. ‘T tend to think the chil¬ 
dren will be going as well.” 

Goldstein noted that while 
the deportation order did not 
name the Leiva children, the 
parents were afraid the chil¬ 
dren would be de|)orted to 
Chile if they were left behind 
in Canada. 

“The parents are put in a 
difficult predicament,” Gold¬ 
stein said. “They are leaving 


the country to apply as Cana¬ 
dian landed immigrants. They 
face a period <rf readjustment 
and financial hardship. It 
would be a more humane 
thing for the children, who 
are used to Canada after two 
years, to remain in Canada 
during this period.” 

A Vancouver immigration 
official said last week the 


family must leave for Spain 
together or the children would 
be depcxled to Spain or Chile. 

The Leivas already have 
Jobe ^tnomised to them in 
Prince George If they are al¬ 
lowed to return and 35 resi¬ 
dents have pledged them¬ 
selves to raise the nv>ney 
needed to pay the couple’s re¬ 
turn fare to Canada. 

Leiva, 35, fled his native 


Chile following the military 
coup in 1S73 and came to 
Prince George. His family 
joined him here a year later. 

A government spokesmen 
said U>e refugee appUcatloii 
was rejected because the fam¬ 
ily entered Canada on visi¬ 
tor’s permits. The spokesman 
said toe Leivas now are con¬ 
sidered illegal immigrants.

U.S. favors 
sale of ship 
for hotel use 

WASHINGTON (UPl) — 

The house passed a bill Mon¬ 
day to allow toe SS United 
States, the largest and fastest 
passenger ship ever built in 
the United States, to be sold 
for use as a floating hotel. 

Passed by a 370 to 6 vote, 
the bill would exempt the 
steamship from federal law 
barring sale of a federally 
subsidized vessel for any pur¬ 
pose except to sail under the 
U.S. flag before its 25-year 
statutory Ife ends — in this 
case. June, 1977. 

The commerce department 
owns the vessel, paying a fee 
of $62,000 to berth it at Nor^ 
folk, Va. The l.OOO-passengcr I ^ 
ship has not been operated ; 
since 1969. t 

The bouse merchant marine 
committee said the commerce i 
department has been unable { 
to sell the ship because pro- : 
spective owners who would 
operate it as a sailing vessel 
could n<tf meet financial re¬ 
quirements. Allowing it to be 
sold for use as a floating hotel 
would expand the list of pro¬ 
spective buyers. 

Trans Pacific Cruise Corp. 
opposed the bill because its

EDMONTON (CP> — A 32- 
year-old German who walked 
80 miles*' barefoot through 
bush country after his canoe 
capsized on the Athabasca 
River in northern Alberta was 
recovering Monday in Fort 
MoMurray. 

The RCMP have mounted 
an air search of the Athabas¬ 
ca River in an attempt to find 
a second man who went miss¬ 
ing ir^ the adcidenl. 

Herbert Braun, 32, limped 
into the northeastern Alberta 
community of Fort McMurray 
Saturday, a week after his 
canoe broke up on Athabas- 
ick's Grand Rapids. 

Braun survived by eating 
emergency ratiwis which 
float^ a^ore. He spent Sat¬ 
urday ni^t in hospital where 
he was treated for exhaustion 
and badly bruised feet, and 
was recovering Monday In a 
Fort McMurray home. 

Police said the two men set 
off from Athabasca town July 
4 to canoe the river. The ac¬ 
cident occurred July 10. 

A police spokesman said 
Braun did not see his friend, 
whose name was not released, 
after the canoe capsized. 

“Both men tried to swim 
for It. but when Braun 
reached the shore, he couldn’t 
see his companion any¬ 
where," the policeman said.

Garden Notes 


PiH?bAbly the easiest to 
grow of all our commcm hou* 
seplants is the Christmas 
Cactus. It is easy going, toler- 
aot of both neglect and too 
much loving care except 
os'erwatering — and under 
normal circumstances nothing 
short of an atomic blast will 
kill it. If you want to start a 
plant, all you need do is 
scrounge a small piece from a 
neighbor, stick it in a potful of 
soil, and you’re in iHJskvess. 
ITiaC bit of plant will root it- 
setf and grow away without 
any hesitation. 

TTie Christmas Cactus is 
easy to grow', then, tnit get¬ 
ting the thing to bloom is a 
horse fixmi another stable. No 
plant can be more stubborn 
and uncooperative than Zygo- 
cactus tnmcatus. growing 
quite happily from year to 
year, a pieties of health and 
vigor, but with nary a sign of 
a single flower to grace the 
picture. 

The first thing to do with a 
reluctant Christmas Cbctus Is 


push it out of the house foi* 
the summer, for it benefits 
enormously from a summer 
holiday outdoors. I think it 
becomes fat and lazy from too 
much indoor pampering, and 
it needs the hardening and 
ripening effect o' the sun and 
wind to toughen it up aixl 
bring it into condition tor flo¬ 
wering. 

Indoors. the Christmas 
Cactus can do with a fair 
amount of sun. especially in 
the winter when* there isn’t 
very much strength to the 
sun’s rays. In summer, 
(hough the ideal place for 
your plant is on the northeast 
side of the house or in the 
shade of a shrub where it can 
bask in the weaker rays of the 
morning sun but escape friz¬ 
zling under the impact of 
noon and ahemoon sunshine. 

It isn’t necessary to uj^ot 
your plant — simply sink the 
pot up to its rim in the soil. It 
is a good idea, when >*00 
make the hde, to put a hand¬ 
ful of gravel or cinders under 
the pot to discourage the 
entry of earthworms through 


the drainage hole, not dial 
these tillers of the soil feed 
upon the roots or do any 
direct damage, but their 
worm casts can make a 
pasty, sticky mess of house- 
plant soil. 

Through the summer, the 
plant should be cared for as 
conscientiously as when it is 
indoors. Water it as needed, 
and give it a scanty touch of 
houseplant fertilizer in its 
water every second week to 
keep it growing sturdily. Keep 
an eye open for insect pests 
and spray when necessary. 

A.S the autun)n nights be¬ 
come co(H. dig up the pot, 
clean it and bring the plant 
indoors. And at this stage it 
should be persuaded to take a 
little nap, for it has been 
working hard all summer and 
what is needed at this point is 
a spell of about six weeks 
doing absolutely nothing at 
all. 

Shove it away in the base¬ 
ment without 'ertilizer or 
water, in a cool but not cold 
temperature, and with only as 
much light as a cellar window 


can provide. Above all, make 
sure it gels absolutely NO ar¬ 
tificial light during the eve¬ 
ning hours, for the signal that 
triggers the plant into bkicmi- 
ing is the sMrtenlng days of 
autumn: if you make the days 
longer with artificial light, it 
will only confuse the poor 
thing and may even in^bit 
blooming completely. 

After its six weeks of semi¬ 
dormancy. bring the plant up¬ 
stairs to a sunny but coolish 
window and coax it into re¬ 
newed growth with just a lit¬ 
tle w’ater. As soon as signs of ■ 
new growth can be .seen at the 
itpB of the Teaves,” you can 
give it a bit more, together 
with a little fertilizer, but 
never allow the soil to become 
soggy or sodden, and never 
leave any ^^eter in the saucer. 
Cacti of all kinds are resent- 
♦ul of permanently wet feet. 

It is almost magical the 
way a stubborn Christmas 
Cactus will respond to this re¬ 
gime. If all goes well, the 
plant should cov'er itself with 
exotic, dangling blooms from 
Christmas almost into March.

WASHINGTCW — While the 
Western press has been giving 
the Israeli army credit for 
pulling off one of the great 
military operations of modem 
times, no one has taken note 
of the fantastic success of 
Field Marshal Idi Amin Dada 
in drivii^ out the invaders 
from his country in less than 
an hour. 

According to a military 
spokesman in Entebbe, the, 
Ugandan army repulsed the 
invasion of Entebee and drove 
off the hostile troops, fprdng 
them to flee Uganda by plane. 
As of this writing, the En¬ 
tebbe Airport is still in Ugan¬ 
dan hands and Israel suffered 
a terrible defeat when tfieir 
soldiers had to return home in 
disgrace. 

An admirer of Field Mar¬ 
shal Amin told me. “Every¬ 
one keeps talking about the 
Israeli success, but no one 
gives credit to the field mar¬ 
shal for rallying his troops 
and preventing Israel from 
taking over the country.” 


*T never thought of it that 
way, but it’s true. If Amin 
still holds the Entebbe Air¬ 
port. that means the Ugan¬ 
dans won," I said. 

“Exactly. The field marshal 
has given Israel a thrashing 
thcy’H never forget. TheyTl 
think twice before they send 
commandos into his country 
again.” 

“Was the field marshal ex¬ 
pecting them?” 

“(X course, he was. Field 
Marshal Amin has one of the 
greatest military minds of the 
30th century. He was aware 
that the Israelis would try 
something, and he had all his 
troops alerted.” 

“But why did he leave to at¬ 
tend a meeting of the Organi¬ 
zation of African States if he 
knew the Israelis were going 
to invade his country?” 

“To catch them off guard. 
That was part of the pdan. 

“The Israelis were lulled 
into a faJse sense of security 
when they saw Amin boarding 
a plane for the OAS confer¬ 
ence. ‘Big Daddy* knew that 
as soon as he left the Israelis 


would put their disastrous 
plan into effect." 

“And he was right. The 
ruse worked.” 

“It certainly did. The Israe¬ 
lis flew their commandos 
2,600 miles to the Entebbe 
Airport and found themselves 
surrounded by crack Ugandan 
troops. They had no choice 
but to pick up the hostages 
and high-tail it out of there, or 
they would have been an¬ 
nihilated." 

“Where was Big Daddy 
while all this was going on?” 

“The Israelis thou^ he 
was at the OAS c<^erence.

“Why didn’t Big Daddy 
send up his MiG-2l6 and MiG- 
ITs to repulse the invasion?” 

“That was another ruse the 
field marshal pulled off. He 
knew the Israelis wanted him 
to send up his fighter planes 
so they could shoot them 
dow-n. 

“So he kept his fighters on 
the ground and gave his pilots 
the night off. This threw the 


Israeli strategy completely 
off. and they were forced to 
blow up the field matbal’s 
planes on the ground. The 
Israelis were so busy blowing 
up Big Daddy’s planes they 
|ie\’er Jiafttime to capture the 
airport.”'

Early this summer. 1 was 
asked by an editor to review a 
new biography of Ronald 
Reagan, and told I cotdd take 
as much space as I w’anted 
and say whatever I liked. 
This carte blanche was ap¬ 
pealing. but I turned it down. 

In my younger days. I 
j wxMild have accepted immedi¬ 
ately. happy at the chance to 
rip apart a man I consider an 
extremely dangerous fool in 
American life. Now. I simply 
told the editor that I could not 
even pretend to be fair to 
Reagan, and he should choose 
a less partisan reviewer. 

This, I trust, is neither timi¬ 
dity nor tiredness on my part, 
but a maturing recognition 


that if one approaches any 
book or subject with a deep 
bias, both intellectual and 
enrotional. he is simply not 
going to do a good job. 

And by a good jc^ 1 do not 
merely mean a fair and ob¬ 
jective one. I mean he will not 
even advance his own cause 
in destroying the subject, be¬ 
cause he will be unable to 
conceal his hate or contempt, 
and the reader will react with 
revulsion or at least suspicion 
tiiat the full story is not being 
told. Bitter attacls are more 
often than not coun¬ 
terproductive, in eliciting 
sympathy for their objects. 

As a recent example, two 
books on the Rockefeller dy¬ 
nasty were published this 
spring. One was a carefully 


researched piece of work that 
scrupulously put in all the 
warts; the other was a pas¬ 
sionate “expose” that obs¬ 
cured the face for the warts. 

Now perhaps the hostile 
boc^ may be truer to the facto 

— though I doubt it — but its 
net ^ect upon me was to sus¬ 
pect its veracity. By making 
so thoroughgoing an indict¬ 
ment of this family, it actual¬ 
ly injured its own thesis. 
(Even Ni.\on painted as a 
total villain ma^ me uncom¬ 
fortable ~ I believe he was 
more sick and weak than 
eril.) 

If we cannot at least as¬ 
sume the mantle of objectivity 

— while freely admitting our 
preconceived bias — then we 
have no right to pass judg¬ 


ment on a book, or on a diar- 
acter. We certainly have a 
right to apersonal judgemenf 
(I would vote against Reagan 
every time I could), but a bi¬ 
ography is a public document, 
a part of history, if you will, 
and unless we can bring to it 
a certain quality of detach¬ 
ment. our appraisal Is bound 
to be as distorted as that of a 
partisan biographer. 

Obviously, no one can be 
wl^ly “objective.” whatever 
that means, in the realm of 
politics and public life; but. 
like a judge, a reviewer has a 
duty to disqualify himself 
from making a ver^ct when 
he knows in his heart that 
this decisicxi would be heavily 
influenced by extra-judicial 
considerations.

Lauda, in the lead, was hit 
by teammate Regazzoni and 
they spun while travelling at 
more than 100 m.p.h. Hunt 
braked to avoid them and was 
hit in the rear by France’s 
Jacques Lafitte as five cars 
. piled into each other. 

llie race was stopped of¬ 
ficials ruled that only cars 
that had completed the first 
lap could compete. This would 
have excluded Hunt’s Marl¬ 
boro McLaren, amcmg others. 

hi the half-hour of ar¬ 
gument that follow'ed, the 
damaged re4r wishbone of 
Hunt’s car was replaced and 
it was wheeled back onto the 
track. But RegazZoni and La¬ 
fitte Ligier^Matra defied the 
rulln and returned to the 
grid in spare cars. 

When the race restarted 
after 50 minutes, all three 
technically were ineligible. 

Hunt went on to win con¬ 
vincingly from Lauda, with 
South Africa's Jody Scheckter 
third in an Elf-Tyrrell. 

The stewards, however, de¬ 
cided the result should stand - 
because Hunt’s eUto "was 
proceeding in a forward direc¬ 
tion whra the first race was 
stopped.'

Armed with a land grant he 
says was signed by the gover¬ 
nor of Texas 100 years ago, 
William Stoner has laid cla^ 
to 55,000 acres ot land in 
downtown Dallas. 

Stoner said Monday the 
land was left to him by his 
great-grandfather. who 

homesteaded and leased H to 
the city of Dallas in 1876 for 
99 years. 

Stoner said he was "dead 
serious" about the claim and 
wanted a settlement with the 
city in the neigf^rhood of $62 
bUlion. 

Dallas officials, however, 
are apparently not convinced 
Stoner's claim is legitimate. 
"They wouldn’t accept the 
call." said St<mer of his last 
communicatkm with the city. 
"1 was calling collet." 

In Dallas, an assistant city 
attorney said ttie legitimacy 
of Stoner's story could be 
checked only with the artate 
attorney-general’s office. At¬ 
torney-General John Hill 
could not be reached immedi¬ 
ately. 

Asked if the city. far 
he knew, was free a^ cloar, 
the attorney, who asked not to 
be identifled. said. 'T don’t 
know. I don't even know what 
the problem Is.’’ 

Stoner. 53, a disabled veter¬ 
an vvho has Bved on a $WS- 
per-moDth pension for the 
past 23 years, said he leernpd 
of the lease two years ago 
from his mother. 

Stoner said after his mother 
told Wm. about tt, he wrote to 
the Texas land commissioner 
in Austin and received a copy 
of a land grant signed in 1876 
by .Governor Edmund Daais. 

He Slid the document in¬ 
cluded a lease signed by his 


great-grandfather. J o r e p h 
White, and the city of Dallas, 
The lease, said Stoner, ran 
out June 5. 1975. 

Stoner bald he intended to 
get a lawyer soon if the city 
ignored -hU claims. "The only 
thing I know to do Is get the 
United States marshals to go 
into there and lay it down to 
them that they will either 
have to pay up or evacuate," 
Stoner said. 


Stoner, read the lease 
over the telephone, said iC he 
got the money he would'di¬ 
vide it among the other heirs 
and use his portion to go into 
the real estate businm and

OTTAWA (UPI) — Trans- 
pozt Minister Otto Lang Mon< 
day assured Canada's pilots 
and air traffic oontroUers that 
a regulation barring the un> 
authorized use of French in 
air communication over Que¬ 
bec would be implemented be¬ 
fore the end of ttw month. 

The regulation, part of an 
agreement that enM a nine- 
day airtine service shutdown 
last mondL was disciiaeed at 
a meeting called by the pilots 
and ocntnoHen. 

Jim Livingston, president of 
d\e Canadian Air Traffic Con¬ 
trol Association, and Ken 
Malay, head of the Canadian 
Air Line Pilots Asociatkm 


said the meeting was called to 
soothe emotional unrest of 
their members over the use of 
French in the air over Que¬ 
bec. 

Les Gens de TAir, a FTei^ 
speaidng aviation group, nmy 
challenge the order ttuough 
court action, its president 
Roger Demers said Monday. 

Demers said the group 
would take legal advice before 
deciding whether to take the 
issue to court 

Demers, who la a Quebec 
government pilot, said he 
thought his aasociation’s gen¬ 
eral council woidd alao decide 
not to take part in the inquiry 
into bilingual air traffic cocw 


trol to be launched by a go- 
emment appodnted oommi- 
sion. 

He made bis statement 
after discussing the proposed 
order with Lang.

The regulation was agreed 
when the three parties met to 
end the June air service shut¬ 
down. and is pending the re¬ 
sults ot the commission study. 


Claim, counter-claim dog 
edgy Ford, Reagan camps

NEW YORK — Republican 
challenger Ronald Reagan has 
the support of 1.140 delegates 
— 10 more than the number 
needed to defeat President 
Ford for the nomination. Rea¬ 
gan campaign manager John 
Sears claimed Monday. 

Announcing that three pre¬ 
viously uncommitted dele¬ 
gates had thrown their sup¬ 
port to Reagan. Sears told re¬ 
porters he was "more con¬ 
fident than I have ever been 
before** the former California 
governor will win on the first 
ballot next month in Kansas 
aty. 

Ford, meanwhile, tokf a 


White House news conference 
he was encouraged by the re¬ 
sults of Connecticut’s week¬ 
end convention whidi gave 
him 35 more delegates. The 
president predicted that "by 
the time we get to Kansas 
City, we’ll have 1,130 plus." 

Rogers Morton. Ford's cam¬ 
paign chairman, called the 
Sears count "baloney." He 
said the Ford committee 
would release its own 
numbers today and e3q)ose the 
Reagan claims. 

"Since hit psychological 
warfare campai^ began in 
early June." Morton said, 
"Sears has bew able to back 
up his claim with the names 
of only three uncommitted 


delegates that his side has 

won." 

Sears said he would release 
later this week the names of 
additional uncommitted dele¬ 
gates who will tuppoH Rea¬ 
gan. He said th^ unan¬ 
nounced pockets of support 
will put Reagan over the top. 

Reagan's chief delegate 
Hunter identified the three 
delegates announced Monday 
as Mrs. John ‘Natalie" 
McElroy of Jamestown. N.D.; 
WilUam Lee of Sussex. Del.; 
and Earl Patterson of Rich¬ 
mond, Va. 

The national chairman of 
the Reagan campaign said 
‘ Reagan was "outraged" by

Beyond Campbell river, iso-

southern Vancouver Island, 
you enter pioneer country. . 

The small communities, 
often separated from each 
other by arduous miles of 
rough loggii^ road, stiU look 
carved out of the wilderness. 

The list of occupetions here 
is brief: loggers, miners, mill 
wnrkers, plus the small core 
of business and professional 
pe<^le necessary to keep a 
community going.

In a statement issued from 
Reagan's Washington head¬ 
quarters, Laxalt said: "I have 
talked to Governor Reagan 
and be it outraged that any 
such connotation be given to 
any statements by him or any 
of his aides. 

"He remains confident that 
he will win on the first ballot 
in Kansas Oty." Laxalt said. 

"What we are seeing on the 
part of the Washington Post 
and at least one television 
network is an effort to psych 
out Ronald Reagan's dele¬ 
gates. potential delegates and 
supporters. It won't wtjrk. 
They are not about to be 
fboled into forefeititing that 
chance (of Reagan defeating 
Carter) by liberals in the 
media who are as fearful that 
Reagan will win." 

Ford, taking no chances 
that Reagan might make 
gains in uncommitted dele¬ 
gate support, called the New 
Jersey GOP delegation to the 
White House Monday and 
planned a similar meeting 
Thursday with the New York 
delegation. 

The latest L^pi delegate 
count showed 1.102 pledged or 
leaning to Ford — 28 shy — 
and 1.062 committed or lean¬ 
ing to Reagnn. There were 95 
uncommitted.

Woman dead 
in second 
hotel blaze 


VANCOUVER' (UPI) - 
American tourists returning 
from Alaska and Japanese ho- 
lidaymakei's bound for the 
Montrear Olympic Games fled 
in terror and confusi<m early 
M(mday when fire erupted in 
a plush 12‘Storey hotel in 
downtown Vancouver. 

,One woman died in her 
room and other guests were 
rescued by firemen using 
aerial ladders. 

The Georgia Hotel blaze 
killed a mkidle-eged Canadian 
woman who w-as the sole oc¬ 
cupant' of a third-floor room 
where the fire started. About 
28 other people, including 
three firemen, received hospi¬ 
tal treatment for smoke inha¬ 
lation or minor injuries. 

The fire — apparently 
caused by a faulty television 
set or careless smoking — 
.sent thick black smoke pour¬ 
ing up .stairways and elevator 
shafts to floors above. 

I'lremen swiftly c<Mifined 
the flames to the third floor 
but the woman was found 
dead in her room. She was 
identified as Maureen Chap¬ 
man of Port Clements, in tlW 
Queen Charlotte Islands. She 
checked into the hotel July 13 

It was ,tbe city’s second 
majm* hotel fire in three 
nights. On Friday more than 
20 pei^ile, including at least 
three Japanese tourists, were 
taken to hospital after fire 
broke out in a linen closet in 
the <Q-storey ^leraton-Laivl- 
mark. The three Japanese 
were listed in fair to good 
condition 4n hospital Monday. 

More than 300 guests forc^ 
to flee the Georgia blaze in¬ 
cluded 32 Americans return¬ 
ing from a six-week Alaska 
tour organized by Lincoln Bus 
Lines of Hanover. Pa. Most of 


them were retired senior citi¬ 
zens. 

Roy Tasker, an SO-yearold 
former biolc^ professor of 
Lewisburg. Pa., grabbed a 
naked screaming child on the 
fire escape and carried her to 
safety. 

"I was afraid she’d be 
trampled on or pushed off the 
fire escape in all the confu¬ 
sion.” he said. "There was a 
lot of pushing and ahovlng up 
there." 

Many Americans criticized 
Japanese tourists for blocking 
escape routes by trying to 
carry down all their luggage. 


Cheating charged 

Russian 

fencer 

expelled 


MONTREAL (CP) — A cheating scandal rocked 
the Olynipics Monday as a Soviet competitor in the 
modem pentathion was expelled from the Ciarnes for 
usdng an epee wired to score a hit without touching 
his o{H>onent in fencing. 

Offlcials said they were absolutely convinced that 
38-year^Jld Boris Onischenko, a silver medal winner 
in the 1972 Olympics, had cheated by using a con¬ 
cealed wire to trigger the edectronic sooting machine. 


Caii Schwende ct Montreal, 
the oCficial in charge of the 
nvxiem pentathlon, said the 
wire was Mdden in the han- 


die of the fencer's weapon. 


Susiricions were aroused 
when a light flashed sig¬ 
nalling a hit that the Russian 
clearty had not scored in a 
bout against Jeremy Fox of 
Britain. Onischenko lunged 
and Fox stepped back. When 
the electronic scoring device 
recorded a touch. Fox imme¬ 
diate protested. The weapon 
was confiscated and taken 
apart, exposing the wire. 

Schwende. a former inter¬ 
national fencer, said later 
that Onischenko had rigged 
the epee in such s w’ay that 
the wiring could not be detect¬ 
ed without destn^ing the han¬ 
dle. 

"There was a tight skin 
over the handle to you could 
not detect the extent of the 
wiring." 

Ordinarib^ the system of 
lights is the only judge usM 
in epee. In foil, foe jury must 
still Analyse the validity of 
the hit before it is allowed. 

But the referee in the Olds- 
chmko-Fox bout realized 
something was wrong and 
promptly halted the bout 
Schwende said the examina¬ 
tion of the weapem showed the 
wiring had been "wilfully 
changed." 

Asked if the incident was a 
case of blatant cheating. Ool. 
WlUe Gnit, secretaiy-general 
of the International Union of 
Modern Pentathlon and Biath¬ 
lon, said "We are absdutely 
convinced." 

He said that when the Rus¬ 
sian was disqualified he 
looked dumbfounded but 
made no comment 

Sandor Kerekes, director of 
modem pentatldon for ihe 
Montreal Games, said: "I re¬ 
ally like the Russians. I'm 
sorry It happened and I can’t 
understand it. He is one of the 
best fencers in the wwld and 
certainly had no need for such 
a device." 

Fox. Onischenko's opponent, 
remarked: "It was a silly 
thing to do and Fm very sorry 
it should have happened be¬ 
cause we are such good 
friends. But I am surprised 
that he should think he could 
get away with It"

An unofficai to¬ 
te! showed that 28 national 
teams, mainly from/smaller 
African nations, bad with- 
drawYi from the Olyntpics by 
late morning. 

Sanctions will not be taken 
until the lOC receives full re¬ 


ports on what nations acUially 
have. withdrawn and until 
earii amateur sports fedtna- 
tion has decided its own 
course of action, said Monique 
Berlioux, IOC ,^ecitve direc¬ 
tor. 

TTie IOC meeting did ap¬ 
prove a new bylaw that 
allows the organization to 
place severe sanctions, in¬ 
cluding expulsion, on national 
Olympic committees whose 
teams pull out. 

"The IQC wants to leave all 
doors open to all athletes that 
can still take part in the 
Games." she said. 

Meanwhile. Jean-Claude 


Ganga, secretaiy-general of

Supftose a Vancouver fami¬ 
ly got ."Island fever" as 
that $100,000 provincial adver¬ 
tising camjtaign is now trying 
to spread and spent a 
weekend in Victoria, just how 
much wouM it cost?. 

T*Jonty, if yoii' are parent* 
with one offspring of jin age 
able to share in children's 
rates and a teenager benefit- 
ting from student rales. And. 
of course, this Vancouver 
family owns a standard^i/ed 
car wiiich it brings to Vic¬ 
toria. 

More precisely, a modest 
overnight weekend in Victoria 
with the family sharing a sin¬ 
gle Gorge motel room can 
add up to $150.60. 

That doesn’t include the 
cost of gasoline and presumes 
there are plenty of free park¬ 
ing spaces about Victoria. Nor 
docs the total allow for tip.s or 
Ihe [lurchase of a single item 
to take back home. 

Food, the number tme ex¬ 
pense. totalled only a few dol¬ 
lars more than the $44 the 
B.C. Ferries .demands to get 
the family and their car on 
and off Vancouver Island. 

In other terms, the ferry 
rales alone ate up about 29 
per cent of the family’s Vic¬ 
toria weekend budget. Meals 
consumed slightly more. 

Subtracting the ferry fares 
from the tot^ means that the 
family’s 24-hours In Victoria 
cost about SllO.

Tliat’s slightly more than 
the <lally average cost tallied 
by one Victoria couple with 
two teenagers during their re¬ 
cent twoweek Maui holiday. 
And they weren’t scrimping 
during their Hawaiian stay 
which included a $SU'a-day 
condominium. 

The hyiKJthetical Vancouver 
family in search of modest 
weekend doesn’t check into 
the Empress .but rather the 
Charles Dickens Motor Inn 
where the bill with tax for a 
single room with three lieds 
totals $25.68. Similar accom¬ 
modation at the nearty Can- 
terbuiy Inn would cost $32.10. 

The family lunches at 
Sam’s Deli on G<jvemment 
-Street which costs Dad $9 for 
ham sandwiches and liever- 
ages. 

The afternoon is sficnt on a 
tour of the Legislative Build¬ 
ings and the Provincial Muse¬ 
um. neither of which costs a 
cent. But $3 is needed 4o gel 
the two adults and two chil¬ 
dren, into the Maritime Muse¬ 
um. 

Dinner is at Mr. Mike’s, a 
cafeteria-style steak house on 
-Douglas. The bill for steak 
‘ dinners at the $2.99 and $3,99 
level as well as desert and 
beverage comes to $15.26. 


Tills assumes no wine is or¬ 
dered. 

An evening excursion to 
Butchart Gardeas. which 
offers graduated admissigns. 
costs $10.75. 

.4fter the gardens, the chil¬ 
dren are left at the motel to 
watch television while Mom 
and Dad go ctff to the Bengal 
Room at the Empress for two 
drinks each of tor brand li¬ 
quor. The total with lax 
come* to $5.31. 

The family eats Sunday 
breakfast at the motel. The 
bill for bacon and eggs, 
orange juice and beverage all 
round comes to $12. 

The morning is spent on a 
Tally-Ho tour which costs 
$10.M an^ then the famUy 
i^s to Seaiand where the 
lamily’s admission costs $9. 

Then it's back on the ferry, 
$22 again, and into the cafete¬ 
ria for a lunch of ham¬ 
burgers, doughnuts and bev¬ 
erages all round for $6.10. 

Total cost to the family to 
rid itself of "Island fever" 
comes to $150.60.

Engineer chases elusive foe 


Culprits, clues and corpses 


crowd scientific ‘casebook’ 


SMClal (• Ttl* ColMisi 
Metallurgical engineer Bob 
Charit<ai is a scientific sleuth 
whose "casebook’’ at Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel’s research di¬ 
vision reads like a mystery 
anthology, crowded with cul¬ 
prits. clues and <»rpse8. 

Charlton is senior materials 
and corrosion ^gineer in 
Vancouver at MB kesearch, a 
jc^ which pits him against 
one of industry’s most e?q>en- 
sive and elusive foes — cor¬ 
rosion. .At first glance, a met¬ 
allurgist hard at wxirk on cor- 
rosicxi problems in a company 
that makes products out of 
wood might seem a little In¬ 
congruous. 

However, as Charlton points 
out, the equipment that turns 
oul the lumber, pulp and 
paper is made mainly of 
metal, and in fact, the forest 
products industry is a major 
consumer of steel. 

BBCADSE OF the (roiTosive 
nature of the chemicals in¬ 
volved in forest products 
manufacturing particularly 
in pulp and paper production 
— and the fact that a large 
percentage of the wood used 
by MB in British Oriumbia 
passes through saltwater on 
its way to the mills. MB’s 
operations are particularly 
susceptible to corrosion in a 
multipUcity of forms. 

Tony French. MBR’s man¬ 
ager of process development, 
said .that during the past dec¬ 
ade the forest industry has 
placed increased emphasis on 
pollution abatement and de¬ 
veloping the "closed mill" in 
the pulp and paper segment, 
the theoretical optimum sys- 
.tam where only raw logs go 
into the mill and nothmg 
comes out but finished prod¬ 
uct. 

THE "CIvOSED mill" in¬ 
volves recycling of chemicals 
and effluent, both of w’hich 
take a heavy corrosion toll of 
manufacturing equipment. As 
a general rule, said French, 
the more the mill is able to 
recycle its own waste mateft- 
' als, thereby minimizing air 
and water pollution, the 
greater its corrosion problems 
become. 

"Ten years ago corrosion 
problems were handled main¬ 
ly by our engineers at the 
mills." said French. "Hmvev- 
er. the problems today are 
much more complex. We’re 
utilizing more sophisticated 
metals and alloys, and the 
machinery operates at much 
higher speed, and tempera¬ 
ture. 

* * T H E ADDED stress 
placed (HI our equipment by 
these factors escalated our 
corroeion problems to the 
point where we decided we 
had to supplement the skills 
of our mHl CTigineers with 
specialists in the field." 

French said the Pulp and 
Paper Research Institutf of 
Canada has operated a cor^ 
rosion research laboratory in 
Montreal for the benefiHo^e 
Canadian pulp and pap^in- 
dustry for a number of years. 
But MB is the first ctHTipany 
in Ihe forest products industty 
in Canada to establish a full¬ 
time materials and corrosion 
unit. 

CHARLTON SAID a study 
conducted five years'ago by 
the Canadian Pulp and Paper 
Association indicated that in

terms of operating and main¬ 
tenance costs, corrosion adds 
$5 a ton to the cost of manu¬ 
facturing bleached kraft ptJp. 
$3.20 a ton for unbleach^ 
kraft and $1.45 a ton for me¬ 
chanical pulp and newsprint. 
The study estimated annual 
corrosion costs to the industry 
in Canada at more than $50 
million. 

"These figures are now five 
years oul of date and were 
based on a nationwide 8urve>' 
of mills, whereas our opera- 
tiofts are much more suscepti¬ 
ble to saltwater corrosion, be¬ 
cause they are, on the coast." 
said Charlton. 

“WE SUSPECT that in the 
case of MB's pulp and paper 
operations, the per-ton costs 
are much higher. We ‘ also 
have to ccHitend with cor¬ 
rosion problems in our build¬ 
ing materials plants, logging 
and transportation operations 
— just about every area of 
company activity." 

Charlton says the metallur¬ 
gical detective who analyses 
material failures has a 
number of things in common 
with conteiT^rary crim^lp-, 
gists. 

For starters, the victims 
are usually "dead on arrival" 
at MB Research — metal 
parts .that have corroded oul. 
failed or fractured. Tltis 
means he conducts what is, in 
effect, a postmortem exami¬ 
nation and investigation. 

THE CORPSES Charlton 
examines range from tiny 
nuts and bolts to massive 
drive shafts weighing a half 


ton or more. As he points out. 

"a single lO-cent bolt that 
fails due to corrosion can 
kno8( out a ma.ior {Hece of 
equipment, resulting in a 
process shutdown that costs . 
thousands of dollars." 

Whenever pckssible. Quirlton 
visits the scene for a persona] 
inspection of where the eqidp- 
ment failure took place. He 
questions witnesses, looks for 
clues, collects evidence and 
often orders a full pho¬ 
tographic workup of the area 
and equipment involved. ' 

BACKED BY THE full re¬ 
sources of the MB Research 
Laboratory in Vancouver in 
much the same, fashion that 
detectives rely on forensic la¬ 
boratories. (Carlton submits 
the iktysical ■ evidence he’s 
gathered for comphehensive 
scientific analysis. 

This analysis may include 
such thir^ as e.xamination of 
the failed material by elec¬ 
tron and optical microscopes, 
photographic blow-ups for 
d<x:umentatian purposes, 
chemical analysis and em¬ 
ployment ci a complex acien- 
tific specialty known as frac- 
tograhy — the detailed study 
of fracture surfaces. 

“FRACTOGRAPHY IS a 
discipline all its own." said 
Charlton. "Most fractures 
have chai acteristic patterns 
that are unique to them, in • 
the same way that humans 
posssess unique fingerprints. 
By identifying the pattern 
through tractography we can 
asualfo’ tell how the metal 
failed." 


W’hen all the evidence has 
been collected and analyzed, 
Charlttm vmtes a r^xirt on 
what caused the failure and 
suggests the best means of 
preventing a recurrence. His 
reports are circulated to all 
company operations where 
similar problems might be en- 
counterto so that preventive 
action can be taken. 


CHARLTON. WITH 13 
years experience in the mate¬ 
rials and corroskxi field, also 
advises mills on the types of 
material that should to used 
in new equipment or to re¬ 
place exi^ng machinery in 
the event of a process change. 

'Tn ccHTosiim. it’s the detet;- 
tive work that takes up a tre¬ 
mendous amo^HTt of time and 
effort," said Charlton. "Iden¬ 
tification of tfte problem is 
half toe battle. The other half 
involves rec<Hnmending the 
most sensible sqluticm in 
terms of economic as well as 
technical and scientific reali¬ 
ties. 

“FOR INSTANCE, we could 
build all ooT equipment out of 
an exotic metal such as tanta¬ 
lum and it would last for cen¬ 
turies, The problem is eco¬ 
nomics. Tantalum costs about 
$60 a |)ound. whereas carbon 
steel is well under a dollar a 
pcHind. 

“We have to strike the right 
balance between using ex¬ 
tremely expensive materials- 
with lor^ lifespans and rela¬ 
tively inexpensive materials 
with much shorter lifespans. 
We've got to have a feel for 
the economics of the situation 


as well aa the laws of 
science." 

CHARLTON’S “DR. Wat¬ 
son” is Dr. Des Tromans, as¬ 
sociate professor of metallur¬ 
gy at the University of British- 
Oolumbia, who j(Mned MBR 
Jan. I on a year’s sabbatical 
under the National Research 
Council's industrial fellowship 
IHt»gram. 

Tromans takes a philosoph¬ 
ical view ot corrosion and de¬ 
fines it as "toe degradation of 
any material by chemical or 
biological means to the point 
where it loses its useful engi¬ 
neering characteristics.” 

“FOR THERMODYNAMIC 
reasons, metals want to go 
back to toeir natural state, to 
exist as minerals or oxides, 8o 
there’s a perfectiy natural 
reason tor corrosion to 
occur.’* said Tromans. “Man 
expends oonsiderkble amounts 
of ene^Y rendering these ma¬ 
terials into metals, >Ahich to 
them is an unnatural state. | 
Every material known to man 
cojTod^ under the right esr- 
cumstances, or more correert- 
ly. under the wrong circum¬ 
stances." 

The two scientists identified 
a number major typ« of 
metal failure which occur at 
pulp and paper and other 
forest products operations. 

THESE tNCLUDE: Erosion 
from high*velocity fluid move¬ 
ment;. galvanic corrosion, 
which occurs wh^ two dis¬ 
similar .metals are in ele^*- 
-4rical contact; fretting, where 
two metals move over each 
other; cavitation, caused by 
the rapid formation and col¬ 
lapse of gas bubbles; seler- 
tlve leaching of one element 
fron an alloy of two or more 
metals; fatigue, common to 
metals in continuous vibra- 
ti<Hi; inteigranular corroeion. 
resulting from improper heat 
treatment of metal; pitting, 
which occurs when protective 
films <M* corrosion protection 
layers have been removed; 
and' biok^ical corrosicHi. 
w-hich results from an acid 
environment generated by 
bacteria. 

THE CASES they’re han- 
wdling range from ixisty hulls 
on the one-man .dozer boats 
the company uses for log-sort¬ 
ing in^its btoraing grounds to 
th^ huge paper matinee that 
prtiduce newsprint at ccmi- 
pany mills. 

"Until very recently there 
hasn't ^een much work con¬ 
ducted in edirmsion control in 
the forest inchistry.’’ said 
Charlton. who spent a 
number of years with a major 
chemical company before 
joining MB. 

"Tbis is one of the aspects 
that attracted me — toe 
chanre to ejcplore a virtually 
untouched field, to solve prob¬ 
lems within the limitations 
imposed by the practical.rea¬ 
lities of a modem industrial 
frartievt«ork."

— Authoiities are investigat¬ 
ing the possibility that the 
kidnapping of 26 ChowchiMa 
school children and their bus 
driver last week was part of a 
revenge plot by priMti con- 
\icts. 

The Alameda County 
sheriffs office issued Monday 
an all-points bi^letin for three 
men based on a statement by 
an unnamed informant. The 
informant, wbo the bulletin 
said serv^ time In San Quen- 
In in 1974 and 1975, was re¬ 
ported to have o^’erhea^d 
three San Quentin prisoners 
planning the revenge plot. 

“During his stay, he heard 
three inmates talk extensively 
about" a revenge plot very 
simil^ to the ChowcMlla 
case,” the alert said. 

The bulletin was not avail¬ 
able to the news media, but a 
source read from it to The As¬ 
sociated Press. The source 
did not disclose the names, if 
any, listed in the bulletin .The 
buDetln did however, say that 
one of the men Is from Ma¬ 
dera County, poeslbly trom 
the small town ot Raymond. 
Raymond is nearChowchilla. 

Ihe buBetin said: 

'One or more of the sub*' 
.iects had some reason for re¬ 
venge against a small c<Mn- 
muntty in the Madera Cbunty 
area. Exact reason for tt»eir 
revenge unknown. 

"The Informant supplied 
this information several hours 
prior to the children being lo¬ 
cated,” it said, a reference to 
the escape of the 27 kidnap 
victims from a makeshift un¬ 
derground cell. 

The bulletin noted that the 
three plotters were in San 
Quentin prison together in the 
early part of 1975 ‘‘and talked 
of pulling the caper as soon as 
all three were released.” 

Meanwhile. investigators 
turned to computers in efforts 
to translate other new clues, 
licence plate numbers and 




scene, provided information 
that pin|H>inted where the kid¬ 
nappers were on specific 
dates last year. 

They also disclosed the li¬ 
cence numbers of two vans 
believed used by the kidnap¬ 
pers to transport their cap¬ 
tives from the small Madera 
County farming town of Chow- 
chllla to a quarry in Liver¬ 
more. 95 mhM to the north in 
Alameda County. 

The abduction occurred 
Thiu'sday as the children 
were being transported home 
from summer school. They 
were hidden under ground in 
an old moving van buried at 
the quarry but managed to 
dig their way out Friday 
night. 

Investigators found that one 
van was registered to a phon¬ 
ey name at a phtmey address 
in the San Jose area. 

The other van is believed to 
be one of three federal gov¬ 
ernment surplus vehicles pur¬ 


chased by an unidentified per- 
scKi last November at an auc¬ 
tion in the San Francisco Bay 
area.

.NANAIMO — Now that the 
1976 Bathtub Race is history, 
the post mortem is progress¬ 
ing well. 

Assistant bathtub society 
commodore Robert Pedersen 
said Monday he believed a 
near-rlot in downtown Nanai¬ 
mo on the eve of the race last 
year might have been respon¬ 
sive for a drop in the number 
of entries in Sunday’s event. 

There were 174 entries this 
year, compared with 2064i»^- 
1975. 

“I think that may be part of 
the reason.” he said. “A lot of - 
people may have felt that 
they just didn’t want any part 
of that sort of thing.” 

The 1973 pre-race distur¬ 
bance resulted in the arrest of 
ra persons on a variety of 
charges, mcwtly Involving un¬ 
lawful assembly. 

‘‘'This year.” Pedersen said, 
“this whole thing turned 
around and there was no trou¬ 
ble at all. I'm confident that 
this will improve the entries 
for ne.xt year.” 

On two occasions before the 
race, police issued w'amings 
that no lawlessness would be 
permitted. 

Nanaimo RCMP. with all 
leaves cancelled, were aug¬ 
mented by 34 other RCMP 
members from detachments 
such as Duncan, Courtenay, 
Campbell River and Port Al- 
bemi. along with four special¬ 
ists. including two police dogs 
and dogmasters in addition to 
the two stationed here perma¬ 
nently. 

Intensive patrolling of the 
dowTitown area by police of¬ 
ficers on foot and in cars, two 
prisoner vans touring the area 
constantly, and even a police 


helicopter, were eredited with 
keeplr^ the peace. 

Inspector George Strathdee, 
officer commanding Nanaimo 
detachment, said Monday that | 
he w’as generally pleased with 
the whole operation. 

He gave statistics shoeing 
that on Friday ni^t, 55 per¬ 
sons were arrested, and on 
Saturday, a total of 92 persons 
were placed in poHce cells. 
He said, that of that total 
number, 64 were Nanaimo 
residents and S3 were from 
outside. 

A total of 123 of those 
arrested were placed in cells 
for being drunk in a public 
place and were retieased when 
sober. Police laid a total of 84 
charges, including of con¬ 
suming liquor in a public 
place and 13 under the Nar¬ 
cotics Control Act. 

In contrast to 19*^. there 
was no damage to downto\K'n 
businesses this year. Last 
year, 19 business outlets re¬ 
ported damage totalling in 
excess of $10,000. 

There were no policemen in¬ 
jured this year, compared 
with seven in last year's dis¬ 
turbance. 

One police car was dam¬ 
aged during the festivities. 
Both the windshield and rear 
window were smashed as the 
car sat in a compound ad¬ 
jacent to police hea^uarters. 
One window in the police of¬ 
fice was smashed and police 
charged a man. 

One charge of assaulting a 
police officer was laid on the 
weekend. 

“I sincerely hope that the 
law-abiding citizens of this 
community will support us in 
our belief in law and order,” 
Strathdee said. “A feetive oc- 
caskm should not be taken as 
licence for disorderly conduct 
by a few troublemakers.” 


BEIRUT (UPI) — The U.S. 
Embassy Monday postponed 
its final evacuation of more 
than 400 Americans and fo> 
eigners from war-tom Beirut 
because of warnings the bus- 
and-car convoy might be en¬ 
dangered by fighting through¬ 
out Lebanon. 

'Hie embassy, which based 
its decision on Palestinian 
guerrillas’ “advice . . . that 
conditions would not be totally 
secure." said the evacuation 
might be attempted within a 
day or two. 

A spokesman said “otoer 
means of evacuation.” such 
as the rescue ot nearly 300 
foreigners by U.S. Navy land¬ 
ing craft last June 20, were 
possible. 

“We'U just have to wait and 
see.” the spokesman said. “If 


we can. we still prefer to go 
by land.” 

Fighting Spread throughout 
I.ebanan Monday following 
Syria's rush of reInforcemenU 
toward leftist positions both 
north and south of Beirut. 

A short time before the 
postponement the embassy 
announced plans to use both 
Palestinian commandos and 
Syrian tropps — bitter foes 
across Lebanon’s battlefronts 
to share bodyguard duty 
for the convoy on a secret, 
roundabout route to the 
Syrian capital. 

*1716 spokesman said “par¬ 
ties with whom we are in con¬ 
tact” advised the embassy to 
put off what was to have been 
the last of seven American 
and British-organized evacua¬ 
tions of f<M*eigners from Le¬ 
banon, by civil war for 
nearly 16 montos.

bec. , 

Les Gens de I’Air, a French 
speaking aviation group, may 
challenge the order through 
court action. Its president 
Roger Demers safd Monday. 

Demers said the group 
would take legal advice before 
deciding whether to take the 
i.<»8ue to court. 

Demers, wlio 1^ a Quebec 
government pilot, said he 
thought his association's gen¬ 
eral council would also decide 
not to take part in the inquiry 
into bilingual air traffic con¬ 


trol to be launched by a go- 
emment appointed commi- 
sion. 

He made his statement 
after discussing the proposed 
order with Lang. 

CALPA’s pilots withdrew 
their services to protest the 
use of French and the govern¬ 
ment's intention of increasing 
the use of French in air traf¬ 
fic control in Quebec. 

“All parties agreed there 
was a need to reduce the 
highly emotionally charged 
feelings of most controllers 
and pilot.s over the bilin¬ 
gualism issue in Quebec.'* 
Maley said after the three- 
hour meeting. 


“Controllers and pilots 
could not work safely together 
in both highly technical envi¬ 
ronments with the kind,, of 
emotional unrest which cur¬ 
rently exists in Quebec." he 
added.

"Since his psyt-lvdogical 
warfare campaign began in 
early June." Morton said, 
"Sears has been able to back 
up his claim with the narpes 
of only three uncommitted

Beyond Campbell river, iso- 
1 a t e d from sophisticated 
southern Vancouver Island, 
you enter pioneer country. 

The small communities, 
often separated from each 
other by arduous^ miles of 
rough logging road, still look 
carved out of the wilderness. 

The list of occupatkms here 
is brief: loggers, miners, mill 
workers, plus the small core 
of business and prufessimal 
people necessary to keep a 
community going.

“What we are seeing on the 
part of the Washington Post 
and at least one televisi<»n 
network is an effort tq psych 
out Ronald Reagan's dele¬ 
gates. potential delegates and 
supporters. It won’t work.

Cheating charged 

Russian 

fencer 

expelled 


MONTREAL (CP) — A cheating scandal rocked 
the Olympics Monday as a Soviet competitor in the 
modem pentathlon was expelled from the Games for 
using an epee wired to scoi-e a hit without touching 
his opponent in fencing. 

Officials said they were absolutely convinced that 
38-yearrold Boris Onischenko, a silver medal winner 
in the 1972 Olympics, had cheated by using a con¬ 
cealed wire to trigger the electronic scoring machine.

Woman dead 
in second 
hotel blaze 


VANCOUVER (UPI) 
American tourists returning 
from Alaska and Japanese ho¬ 
lidaymakers b^)unil tor the 
Montreal Olympic Games fled 
in terror and confusion early 
Monday when fire erupted in 
a plush 12-storey hotel in 
downtown Vancouver. 

One woman died in her 
room and other guests were 
rescued by firemen using 
aerial ladders. 

The Georgia Hotel blaze 
killed a middle-aged Canadian 
woman w'ho w’as the sole oc¬ 
cupant of a thicd-floor room 
where the fire started. About 
28 other people, including 
three firemen, received hospi¬ 
tal treatment for smoke inha¬ 
lation or minor injuries. 

The fire —• apparently 
caused by 'a faulty television 
set or careless smoking — 
sent thick blac^ smoke pour¬ 
ing up stairways and elevator 
shafts to fkxire above. 

Firemen swiftly confined 
the flames to the third floor 
but the woman was found 
dead in her room. She was 
identified as Maureen Chap^ 
man of Port Clements, in the 
Queen Charlotte Islands. She 
checked into the hotel July 13. 

It w/as the city's second 
major hotel fire in three 
nights. On Friday more than 
20 people, including at least 
three Japanese tourists, were 
taken to hospital after fire 
broke out in a linen closet in 
the 42^torey Shcraton-Land- 
mark. The three Japanese 
were listed in fair to good 
condition in hospital Monday. 

More than 200 guests forced 
to flee the Georgia blaze in¬ 
cluded 32 Amerirans return¬ 
ing from a six-week Alaska 
tour organized by Lincoln Bus 
Lines of Hanover. Pa. Moift of 


them were retired senior citi¬ 
zens. 

Roy Tasker, an 80-yearK>ld 
former biology pixrfessor of 
Lewisburg, Pa., grabbed a 
nakedescreaming child on the 
fire escape and carried her to 
safety. 

"I was afraid she'd be 
trampled on or pushed off the 
fire escape in all the confu¬ 
sion," tK! said. "There was a 
lot of pushing and shoving up 
there.” 

Many Americans criticized 
Japanese tourists for blocking 
escape routes by trying to 
carry down all their luggage. 


Carl Schwende of Montreal, 
the official in charge o( the 
modem pentathlon, said the 
wire was hidden in the han¬ 
dle of the fencer's weapon. 

Suspicions were aroused 
when a light flashed sig¬ 
nalling a hit that the Russian 
clearly had not scored In a 
bcHJt against Jeremy Fox of 
Britain. Onischenko lunged 
and Fox stepfied back. When 
the eleotronic scoring device 
recorded a touch, Fox imme¬ 
diately protested. The weapon 
was confiscated and taken 
apart, exposing the wire. 

Schwende. a'^Tormer inter¬ 
national fencer, said later 
that Onischenko had rigged 
the epee in such a way that 
the wiring could not be detect¬ 
ed without destroying the han¬ 
dle. 

"There was a tight skin 
over the handle so you could 
not detect the extent of the 
wiring." 

Ordinarily the system of 
lights is the only judge used 
in epee. In foil, the jury must 
still analyse the validity of 
the hit before it is allowed. 

But the referee In the Onis- 
chenko-Fox bout realized 
something was wrong and 
promptly halted the bout. 
Schwende said the examina¬ 
tion of the weapon showed the 
wiring had been “wilfully 
changed.” 

Asked if the incident was a 
case of blatant cheating, Cfol. 
Wille Grut. secretary-general 
of the Riternational Union of 
.Modem Pentathlon and Biath¬ 
lon. said "We are absolutely 
convinced." 

He said that when the Rus¬ 
sian was disqualified he 
looked dumbfounded but 
made no comment. 

Sandor Kerrites, director of 
modem pentathlon for the 
Montreal Gcunes, said: "1 re¬ 
ally like the Russians. I’m 
Sony it happened and X can't 
understand It. He is one of the 
best fencers in the world and 
certainly had no need lift such 
a device." & 

Fox, Onischenko’s Mpement, 
rcmaiiced: "It waiBa silly 
thing to do and I’m vRy sorry 
it should have happened 
cause \Ve are such good 
friends. But I am surprised 
that he should think he could 
get away with it."

A second-year law atudent 
at the University of Victoria 
suggested Monday night that 
Greater Victoria school trust¬ 
ees were mere puppets and 
that the adminl.stratlve staff 
were the real decision¬ 
makers. 

Leah Brown of 3480 Upper 
Terrace in Oak Bay presented 
a 6'4-page brief to the board’s 
regular meeting, titled, A 
Onnsumer Advocate Reix>rt. 

Mrs. Brown, who said 
«he had 25 years ex- 
j«erier>ce because she had 
sent six of her own children 
and a foster child through the 
school system, urged trustees 
to “reassume their rights and 
duties as decision-makers in 
the realm of fiacal policy, and 
insist and demand that kx'at 
administrators produce all 
relevant information upon 
which responsible decisions in 
the expenditure of public 
funds must be made.” 

Alwi in her brief were 
xuggestion.s for repeal of two 
bylaws which refer to local 
policies and bylaws as “mere 
guidelines.” contravening the 
Public .Schools Act, and new 
procedures for conducting 
hearings on 8usi)en8ionR and 
explulsions. 

'‘Administration's monopoly 
on fiscal information has led 
trustees into being manipu¬ 
lated Into the position of view¬ 
ing bits and pieces of finan¬ 
cial Information and then ap¬ 
proving a $50 million budget 
without a proper and compre¬ 
hensive overview of total 
costs, breakdowns and com¬ 
parative figures.” she said. 

Mrs. Browm said there was 
invariably an fxigoing strug¬ 
gle for power between elected 
officials and senior adminis¬ 
trative staff in any govern¬ 
mental bureaurcracy. 

"This Is a pervasive way of 
life which occurs at all levels 
of government. The power 
struggle manifests itself chief¬ 
ly in the cfwrtrol of informa¬ 
tion. sinr> Ihe control of Infor¬ 
mation in lurn dictates, in 
tiiis type bureaucracy, the 
realities in two vital areas: 
the treatment of students and 
the expenditure . of public 
monies. 

"Since Ihe public interest 
and the bureaucratic inte rest , 
is not always congruent, and 
since the adminlstratten is le¬ 
gally dependent upon elected 
(^fidals for the expenditure of 
public funds, administrators 
are schooled in a variety of 
techniques with respect In the 
elected In order to persuade 
or manipulate them into mak¬ 
ing decisions which agree 
with administrative goals. 
S<»iie administrators are able 
to utilize titesc techniques 
without the elected being 
aware of the process. The 
subtle tactics of individual 
and group persuasion, to¬ 
gether with the virtual mo- 
nopoly on sotm es of Informa¬ 
tion. often make it an uneven 
batlle.’’ 

Mrs. Browm ended her pre¬ 
sentation with a pointed refer¬ 
ence to sut)crintendenl Jake 
I-ongmore’s resignation, 
liongmore is (o become super¬ 
intendent of the Calgary 
sch(X)l board. 

“With tfie advent of a new 
administrative regime in this 


area, all trustees, I am cer¬ 
tain, wish to develop a 
healthy working relationship 
with the incoming superin- 
jtendent based upon mutual 
respect. CoK)perHtion, howev¬ 
er, does not mean inadvertent 
capitulation, nor is successful 
interactiun synonymous with 
surrender. The public ha.s 
elected you and is trusting 
you with its children and its 
public funds. T respectfully 
urge that yup take immediate 
action to help yourselves in 
the more efficient discharge 
of your duties.” 

"You sound like i veteran 
trustee,” commented chair¬ 


man William Rqss. who 
suggested, she become a trust¬ 
ee to sec that these problems 
were being faced on a day-to- 
day basis. 

Trustee Janet Baird disa¬ 
greed with the (incept ol 
Mrs. Brown’s brief. 

"How can we run this dis¬ 
trict if we don’t trust our ad¬ 
ministrators? We’d be very 
stupid to set ourselves up as 
experts in every field." 

Before her presentation. 
Mrs. Brown told reporters 
some trustees didn't under¬ 
stand that they were dealing 
in a bureaucratic process and 
not education.

John Ott never heard of hy¬ 
peractivity when he was 
young. 

Nor did he hear much about 
cancer which he claims has 
iniTeased alarmingly in North 
America in recent years. 

Now the Florida re¬ 
searcher's work in wliat he 
rails photobiology has led him 
to believe both disorders re¬ 
sult at least partly from the 
artificial light human beings 
are being subjected to more 
and more in place of natural 
light — and partly from a so¬ 
ciety In which many people 
wear sunglasses the few hours 
they sf)end in the sun. 

They are i»artiy. he says, 
offshoots of a television soci¬ 
ety. 

Ott is in Victoria for a pub¬ 
lic lecture In Newcomhe audi¬ 
torium. Provincial Museum, 
at 8 p.m. today. A color film 
linked to his lecture about re¬ 
cent research on the effects of 
artificial light wdll be shown. 

That research has con¬ 
sumed on? who spent years 
.trying to convince traditional 
doctors his work was 8erlou.x. 
he ioW the OoJoniat Mtxxtey. 

It was the part about 
cancer they found bard to 
swallow. 

Cancer research is alrwdy 
complicated enough. they 
said: <lon’t bring more vari¬ 
ables Into the picture. 

But Ott wouldn’t keep quiet, 
and after years got research 
results published in reputable 
.journate. His Environmental 
Health and Light Research In¬ 
stitute In Sarasota. Fla., has 
even been invited this year to 
carry on research work full 
time at’ the famed Roswell 
Park Memorial Institute 
cancer centre in New York 
jdate. 

Now he finds himself lectur¬ 
ing as much as researching, 
siireading the word about ar¬ 
tificial light dangers at meet¬ 
ings such Afi Victoria’s, spon¬ 
sored by the Capital Region 
Foster Parents' Association. 
He has won an honorary 
bachelor of science degree. 

Why should foster parents 
be interested? 

Many foster children are 
hyperactive, human resoprees 
coordinator Bernice Levltz 
Paokford said Monday. 

Ott has reams erf document¬ 
ed evidence thht the tendency 
to abnormal restlessness is 
aggravated by light entering 
children’s eyes from 
classroom fluorescjent lights. 
He says those .lights omit 
wave .lengths necessary for 
normal functioning of the cen¬ 
tral nervous system.

So do sunglasses and nixli- 
nary glass, both of which 
should be modified to correct 
the situation, Ott says. 

He paid his own optometrist 
extra for glasses that don't 
cut out any part of natural 
light. 

Neurology is still fuU of 
mysteries, and even reams of 
evidence can't pinpoint why 
the cenli'al nervous system 
ahould need all light wa¬ 
velengths. t)tt is convinced it 
does, though. 

“Somewhere in the eye 
there is a receptor that' is 
wavelength-dependent.” h e 
merely says. “We’re trying to 
find out what parts of our 
bodies stop functioning when 
certain wavelengths are cut 
ouj.;’ 

With research assistants 
holding university degrees. 
Ott’s institute has tested 
schoolchildren under normal 
fluorescent lights compared 
with others under similar 
lights which include natural 
light’s long ultraviolet waves. 

All originally hyperactive 
children, those under normal 
fluorescent light did not im¬ 
prove while those imder new 
light did. 

Other research he has dwic 
shows a fantastic cancer 
growth rate in mice exposed 
to abnormal light, including 
that from television sets. 
Those same animals became 
aojre.ssivp. then hyperactive, 
then fatigued. Some of them 
died shortly after. 

What scared researchers 
was that autopsies revealed 
definite brain tissue damage, 
he said. 


Doubts thrown on future of Victoria police circus

The future of the so-called 
Victoria police circus, which 
has run into considerable crit- 
kiam in recent years, was in 
doubt Monday b^ause at an 
Ontario provincial govern¬ 
ment order against a U.S. 
fund-raising company and its 
Canadian subsidiary. 

The Ontario consum^’^ af¬ 
fairs ministry issued a ceaxe- 
and-desisl order against Gaf- 
t»-Charles Productions Inc. of 


Orange. Calif., and Canadian 
Dominion Productions Ltd. of 
Vancotiver. demanding that 
twth hall operations In On¬ 
tario. 

('.atti*CJiarles has prnvi^d 
the annual cirrus which 
Victoria police mutual beneti 
a.ssorlation and Victoria 
lice union have six>nsorpH 
over most of the last decade. 

Bui with the benefit a.ssocia- 
tion winning $250,000 in the 
Western Canada lottery Feh. 
11. it has stepped out of the 


circus picture and the Victo* 
ria city pnlke athletic associ¬ 
ation is scheduled to take 
over next year. 

An official of the athletic 
as-sociation. was advised Mon¬ 
day he would he a.skcd by the 
press for a stalement and 
, Jater was not available. In- 
jiications were the association 
'night rp<'on.sider the circus, 
not scheduled again until nexi 
spring, 

The Ontario ministry said 
the ('latti-Charles and Van¬ 


couver companies used police 
and firefighter as-socialions in 
the Ontario centres of Brant¬ 
ford, Burlingtrm, Guelph and 
Sarnia as fronts to raise tiinu- 
sands of dollars. 

The ministry's news release 
said the promoters made 
"false, misleading, deceptive 
or unconscionahle' represent¬ 
ations" in fund-raising cam- 
paign.s. 

Tlie ministry said cam- 
l>aigns involved tickets alle¬ 
gedly sold so underprivileged 


children and families could 
attend cjrcuses, but large por¬ 
tions (rf tlie funds raised went 
U) the promoters rather than 
the charities or groups in- 
voh'ed. 

The order cited one case in 
Gfueljjh where a police associ¬ 
ation was to receive $4,000 
while Ihe actual amount 
raised wa.s $59,647. 

If the companies refu.se In 
«5bey the order. <*harges may 
be laid under the Ontario 
Business Practices Act, which 


provides fines of up to $25,000 
for the companies and $2,000 
fines and possible jail terms 
for directors. 

A second look was suggest¬ 
ed by Inspector Douglas 
(trant, president of the benefit 
HswH'iation. which always re- 
rcived 20 i>er cent rrf the 
circus gross and gave it all to 
charity. That 20 pel- cent was 
$14,000 after, the la.st circus, 
meaning a gross of $70,000. 

"At no lime during our as- 
scM'iation with Gatti-Charles 


were we aware of any false, 
deceptive or misleading be¬ 
havior on the part of this 
circus.” said Grant. 

He said the txiUre union 
signed the. contract? with the 
U.S. firm while the benefit as¬ 
sociation was the lieneficiary. 
The benefit group includes all 
members of the force hut the 
circus had nothing to do with 
Ihe police department’s top 
management. 

"I don’t think the people of 
Victoria wei'e unaware of h<wv 


W’e operated.” he said. "We 
never made any secret of the 
tkei the circus took moat of 
the money. TTiere was no at¬ 
tempt by the union, the bene¬ 
fit association or, for. that 
matter, the eirc.us to deceive 
the citizens of Victoria," 

Graiil noted published criti¬ 
cism of the 80-20 break not 
long ago and said that ”tt 
resulted in absolutely no re¬ 
sponse from the public.”
